Ottawa, Feb. 0.— The Quebec Bridso 
company was dissected today in the 
house by Mr. Monk, who moved a res- 
olution calling- for an investigation 
committee. Sir AVilfrid created some 
surprise by grantintr the request and 
tho committee, composed of seven 
membor.s, will probe conditions under 
which tho governn;ent guaranteed the 
bonds of the company and the meas- 
ures adopted to prepare siiitabio plans 
ijf construction. The premier content- 
ed himself with briefly accepting tlie 
resolution, thus making tho s(!Cond 
committee he had agreed to appoint 
Within the last three days. 

Tile balance of today's sitting was 
taken up by the medical men in the 
iioiise, who demonstrated th;it the 
representation is not wliolly confined 
to the lawyers. Dr. Black moved for 
more perfect organization to suppress 
preventable diseases and gave statis- 
tics concerning the liealth or ill-healtli 
Qt the nation. He argued for the ap- 
pointment o£ a board of . health, and 
waa heartily supported by X>rs. Chi.s- 
hoim, . Worthlngton, Bellana and Wr-r 
intyre. The latter made ilie. aensa- 
Uonat st^t^ement, that G^rlstia^^Selenco 
was largely responB}.lJle, foP* the dl.s- 
seniinatlon of coiitaffloiis disease. The 
debate WBS adjoi;rrie.a without any 
ministerial statement. ' 

Mr. Monk, In bringing, up the ques- 
tion of the Quebec, briage, moved the 
following resolution: "That a select 
committee of seven members of this 
house bo named for the purpose of in- 
veslisating the conditions and guar- 
antee under whicli the government 
paid moneys to tho Quebec Bridge 
company, and endorsed or ' guaranteed 
tlie bonds of the said company and 
what measures or suitable jjJans of 
construction and the proper execution 
cf the .same, and what .security tho 
govcrmnent at present posses.so.s for 
the .sums already recoivod by tljeni and 
guarantees given to the company. 

That the said committee be empow- 
ered to send for persons, papers and 
records, and to employ a shorthand 
writer to take down eucli evidence as 
the committee may deem necessary, 
and that tlie evidence be printed from 
day to day for the use of said com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Monk said in support of his mo- 
tion that a committee was necessary, 
as the work must go on in spite of the 
setback caused by the collapse of the 
structure, and before it was completed 
v.'ould moan an outlay of $12,000,000. 
Touching on the methods of the bridge 
company, up to 1S97, Mr. Monk said 
the oompa.iy had been composed of 
leadln5 Quebec citizens, Independent of 
party." These gentlemen withdrew and 
the company was left in the hands of 
a few poSltica" partisans. When in 
1003 the Dominion government guar- 
anteed tho bonds of the company that 
or(<aii isiatlon, despite all the assistance 
it liad received in the sliape of bonuses 
and subsidiec, was completely bank- 
ruiit and hcnelossly insolvent. W)iy 
had tn'j government handed" over to a 
company iii such a condition an under- 
taking of tho magnitude of the Quebec 
bridsjre? That was an improvident and 
ubbufilneeslike policy. Tho bridge 
company had borrowed from the Bank 
of M<-ntrea! at various times over 
$5,500,000, on the strength of tho gov- 
ornraeiit guaranteeing the bonds. For 
this they paid 5 per cent. 

Sir 'Wilfrid Laurler said Jt was 
a proper subject for investigation, 
and agreed to the appointment of a 
committee.

Intense interest is shown In Franco's 
whereabouts. Speculations centre 
about him, but he remains in secre.cy,, 
seoiningly crushed in spirit. He de-- 
cllnes to see correspondents or to 
offer a defence for his policy and ex- 
plain his downfall or his decision to 
retire from the political arena. This 
is regretted by the young king. To' 
a lifelong friend of his father he saidsS 
"I intend to retain Franco. He was', 
my fatlior's friend, and shall be minG."i 
It is a well known fact that tlic dow-' 
ager queen has always been hostile to; 
the premier, and latterly . Queen 
Ainelie shared the view that th^ "dic- 
tatorship had been carried too- far,i.Sho 
is said to have- remonstrated -with -hltris 
that it itiight end in -a tragedy.^iand' 
argued in behalf of a milder course- 
In memory of what her own family 
had suffered in France. 

On the da.v of the assassinations, 
amidst the contusion of that memor- 
able scene in the arsenal quadrangle, 
where the carriage took refuge, when 
beside herself with grief she turned 
uiion, Franco and qrled "This Is what- 
your -work has done." 

This utterance, with the influence 
represented, is believed to turnish the 
true key to the secret of Franco's 
downfall.

Mr. MacdcinakI and lii.s followers In 
t)u> iiou.'^i.' are i)laced in a .somewhat 
awkward position. By their aetion 
yesterday they virtually condemn the 
Japanese treaty and the Lemieux set- 
tlement of the trouble following Its cn- 
aetment. John Oliver (Delta) wa--^ 
absent from the house, being paired 
Cnv the day with .' N. F. Mackay 
(Kiislo). 

The sitting was marked by the rc- 
.sumption of the debate upon the Hail- 
way Assessment act. The amendment 
of Stuart Henderson (Yale) providing 
that the government Insert a clau.se 
i ciidering , the exemption from taxa- 
tion which the bUl is to allow, condi- 
tional upon the railways employing 
none but whites, was the bone of con- 
tention. 

Tlio government pointed out tliat in 
the past such legislation has been en- 
acted but lias always been disallowed 
by Ottawa as unconstitutional. Hon. 
Ulcliard McBrido offered an alterna- 
tive suggestion. This was to the ef- 
fect that a clause providing that the 
railway should employ no aliens until 
it was decided by the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor-in-eouneil that no other labor 
could be obtained. 

The debate upon the point at times 
waxed warm. In the course of it Mr. 
iMeBrlde offered to allow the bill to 
stand and in the event of Mr. Maedon- 
ald producing a telegram from the Ot- 
tawa autlioiit ies informing him that 
the bill a.s amended would not be di.s- 
allowed, he was prepared to accept the 
proposal of the nuuiiber Tor Vale. Mr. 
.Macdonald aeeepted the ciialleng and 
stated that ho would send tlie telegram. 
Later he somewhat nualllied' tills. 

A considerable amount of routine 
business was transacted. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2.30 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. T. W. Gladstone, 
Whiie Labor on E. & N. Extension. 
Hon. Jlr. Tatlow.— Mr. Speaker, I 
w-ish to malce a brief statement to the 
house in connection with the observa- 
tions whicii I made yesterday in re- 
Hlieot to my conversation with Mr. 
Marpole. Since then 1 have received a 
telegram on this subject from Iilr. Mar- 
pole. It roads, sir, as follows: 

"Contractor Bright assured me in 
conformity with our request that he 
would use only white liibor In prose- 
cution of the work of grading. Tlio 
Jajjanese labor transferred from here 
lo Nanoose in latter part of August 
and beginning September was to com-, 
monce actual worli; before date set 
tortii in our agreement with tlie ,\1- 
bernl Land company and \vhlch was 
absolutely necessary to conserve our 
hiterests. There was no other labor 
a\:i liable and men were taken off the 
clearing of the "Vancouver tovvnslte for 
tlic purpo.se. PleuHc understand these 
men are working at the clearing of the 
right of way only. We let a contract 
to local farmers on their own tender for 
clearing the first five miles. Ten white 
men started- and threw up the job af- 
ter working ten days. We paid them up 
for what they did regardless of the 
breach of contract. 

"All the clearing of right of way be- 
tween French ereek and Albeml has 
been let to local contractors. Only 
white labor is used." 

Petition Presented 
I-'. Davey (Vietoi-ia) presented a pe- 
tition fnui] .Airs. A. CI. Miller and 
others, rc-idents oi' Victoria, against 
the l)in amending tiie Munlcijial l-:;lec- 
tion.s act. The iielilioi^ was read. 
Hudson's D.-3y-Paclfio Co. 
The bill incorporating the liudsim's 
Ray-Pacilic Itallway company was 
given its .second reading. 

In moving the reading H. F. AV. 
Belinsen (Vietoria) exiiressed his re- 
gret that the jiromoter of the e<)mi)any.

Wants Natal Bill Sent Back 
On the order for tho tiilrd reading 
of the bill to regulate immigration into 
Briti.sli Columbia Iioing taken up, Mr. 
•Macdonald rose and said: 

Mr. Speaker, I wish, to move in 
amendment that this bill be., referred 
back to tho committee of the .whole 
ho^se. 1 need" not repeat, sir, what I 
said on the second reading of the bill 
and when It was in committee. I 
think that 'the house Is well informed 
in regard to this bill, and I may say 
that tho Intention of my amendment 
i.s merely to make it appear on the 
face of the bill that we do not propose 
to go outside of the limits of our au- 
titority in our legislation on this ques- 
tion. 

I beg to move, .sir, that the . bill bo 
referred back to a committee of tho 
house to add the following to the en- 
acting clause of said bill: "So far as 
tills legislative assembly has power to 
enact the same." 

Mr. Bowser Opposes 

Hon. Mr, Bowser: Mr. Speaker, I 
cannot see any reason why the gov- 
ernment should accept the amendment 
which has been proposed by the hoii. 
member for Rossland. I may say that 
I have not seen this provision in any 
other bill, and I do not see any force 
ill the argument that we should put 
it in flii.s iiarticular measure. 

AV'c have, of course, only the power 
to legislate within our jurisdiction, 
and if it should ever reach the courts 
that will be a matter which Is es- 
sentially within the province of tiie 
courts to decido. We set out in tho 
recital of this bill the section of tho 
P. N, A. act, 1893, under whie;i we 
claim t'le ri-?ht t" deal ":illi tlie tpies- 
tloii oi immigration; and if this 
amendment is now insertc"! in tills 
bill tho objection will at once arise 
that was pointed out by the lion, 
member for the islands: that we will 
show right on tho face of the bill that 
somo ciue.stion exi.sls in the matter of 
our jurisdiction. Wo merely desire, 
sir, to make tills bill as j.iractlcal and 
as workable as it is possible to make 
it, in the hope that its enforcement 
will be permitted by the governor-gen- 
eral-in-council at Ottawa, and if there 
is any question that may be raised in 
regard to our Jurisdiction, we. desire 
it to be relegated to the courts anc| 
settled there. But when it goes to 
the courts we certainly do not wish 
to have the question of doubt In re- 
spect to the constitutionality, of this 
act expressed on its face. As the min- 
ister in charge of this bill, sir, I can- 
not in these circumstances see my way 
clear to accept this amendment. 

Jilr. Henderson observed that this 
amendment was copied from Ontario 
legislation, » 

Mr. Macdonald, in reply to tho hon. 
the attorney-general: It seems to me 
that his argument is on its face en- 
tirely irrelevant. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta at this point inter- 
fered on the ground that the hon. gen- 
tleman had already spoken on tho 
amendment and accordingly was not 
in a position to reply.

I Wants to Deal Fairly. 

I Hon. Mr, Jlci5ride, — I am (luite satls- 
licd, speaking for the members on tills 
side of the house, that we are anxious 
to ileal fairly witli tlio working classes 
In the way of having our legislation 
piissed In such ;i, way as to provide for 
these works being carried on without 
Asiatic labor, and entirely with white 
men. .At the sai.'ie time we know that 
the history of our legislation goes to 
show that the acts of this parltaiTieiit 
wliich have been ii.assed, containing 
clauses similar to that which lias to- 
day been moved by the hon, member 
for Yale, have invtiriably been disal- 
lowed; for the reasons which have al- 
w.-iys been claboi-ately -set forth by the 
federal authorities. 

Now, sir, wo ;ire ^'ory anxious that 
this bill should nol bo at all subject 
to the risk of disallowance. We wish 
to feel quite safe and certain that it 
will remain on the statute book. 'And 
we iiave therefore adopted the same 
policy which 'Obtained 'Siintte f^^tyears 
ago, when the subsidy acts In connec- 
tion with tlie V'Kootenay Central, tho 
ic. it N.^extension and the V.V. & H. 
were passed'' through this legislature. 
Wo then adopted a section which read 
something like this: That no Asiatics 
shall be employed during thiJ' construc- 
tion, of .those roads unles.H It shall be 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of tho 
lloiitehlint-governor In council that the 
work could not proceed without .such 
aid. Again in 1901, when the Loan 
and Subwldlos' bill, providing for »ub- 
aldlos, was passed, the clause, to which 
I have referred was agreed upon aa a 



compromise clause, and' -it 'hope . that 
tho house will adopt ray suggestion In 
tho matter. ':• ;: . • : 

':l'hfivei hb deSirevShdwiever, sir, to find 
the slightest fault With the hon. mem- 
ber for Yale. I deeply appreciate his 
zeal for tho white ahiarir-and for the 
working man. (Hear,' hear) ; and I 
further feel that this hou.so should 
acJcnowlodge tlie very keen niid alert 
fashion In whicli be has taken up this 
subject and proposed this anlendmont. 
Will Protect White Men. 
But, I suggest, sir, as a plain matter 
of praotiqa! ouoiuoo.>, i^iid particularly 
In view of , bur past experience In coij^ 
nectloh with such matters, in order to 
make our proposed legislation really 
effective and give to tho working men 
of this country the protection which 
my hon. friend desires to secure from 
his point of view.'tinder his, amend- 
ment, that he witlldraw the motion, 
which is now before'US, and allow this 
House to adopt unanimously the pol- 
icy which we havo pursued in the past 
and which I now recommend to the 
consideration of this parliament, I 
will furtlier .state, for tho information 
of tile ]uMi,-:',e, that it is our intention 
before we finally enter any of thosa 
agreements, to do our utmost to pro- 
tect the white men of Britisii Colum- 
bia. (Clieers.) Tho government can- 
not accept the amendments, but I will 
move later to havo the clause to which 
I have referred Included in tlio bill. I 
hope that my hon. friend will see hhs 
way clear to withdraw his amoiid- 
mant. 

Charges Insincerity. 
Mr. Macdonald remarked that they 
h;id for nearly two weeks been en- 
gaged In discussing the question of 
excluding Orientals, and now that it 
was proiKised tci iireveiit Orientals be- 
ing employed ill these circumstance.^, 
the government objected. He charged 
the administration with being grossly 
insincere In their treatment of this is- 
sue. 

Mr. Slacdonald saatcd that the gov- 
ernment had here a chance to show Its 
sineei<ity In its desire to favor tlio 
wliite working man aa opposed to the 
Asiatic. Yet they refused to put in 
force legislation which would affect 
tho chief offenders. According to the 
newspaper, thousands of white work- 
ing men were walking the streets 
without work. Was the B. & N. going 
to discharge the Orientals at present 
woiklng on the Aibemi extension and 
employ whites'.' 

Tlio people of British Columbia 
should make this gift of exemption 
from taxation for ten years conditional 
upon the railvs'ays' employing whites 
onl.v. 

. He defied tho premier to show why 
Ottawa would di«:il|ow the bill with 
tho amendment of Mr. Henderson add- 
ed. He was not afraid to put this 
i#iatter up to Ottawa. Ho challenged 
the premier to do this. 

Putting It Up to Ottawa 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Mr, chairman, 
I have heard my hon. friend speak on 
a good many occasions alpng similar 
lines. (Hear, hear.) And I have fre- 
quently heard him challenge this 
house to put the responsibility up to 
Ottawa. And, sir, it Is a favorite ex- 
pression with my hon. friend to say 
.what Ottawa may do. Of course, sir, 
one would take it from his manner, 
that if the responsibility were put up J 
to Ottawa, and Ottawa does not do : 
tho rlgiil ihing, according to the view i 
of this legislature, Ottawa may of ^ 
very necessity, look for troul)le from ' 
him." But what, .sir, do we find to be! 
the real facts of the case? Why, sn-, j 
tor session after session, and particu- 
larly in reference to the Asiatic ques- i 
tlon, the responsibility is put up to j 
Ottawa, wliere nothing whatever is | 
done to meet our wishes, and never- 
theless my hon. friend comes down to 
tills house, session after session, and j 
shows liimself to be a more staunch 
supporter than ever of the Ottawa I 
administration. (Hoar, hear.) And he • 
has nothing but excuses to offer for: 
the stand taken at Ottawa, when he i 
knows very well that the I<lberal ad- i 
ministration at Ottawa Is rotten to 
tlie core on the Asiatic question. 
(Cheers.) And as to putting the re- 
sponsibility up to Ottawa, I am heart- 
ily tired of hearing that sort of thing. 
(Hear, hear.) He charges us with at- 
tempting to deceive and hoodwink 
this house, but if any man has tried 
to deceive and hoodwinit this house 
and the electors of this country, tliat 
man is the leader of the opposition. 
(Cheers.) Now If my hon. friend will 
undertake to say that this bill, amend- 
ed as proposed, will not bo disallowed, 
the government of the day Is quite 
re.-idy iind willing, that tiie clause, 
which is .submitted by the hon. niem- 
l)er for Y:ilo sliall form part of this 
hill. (Hear, hear.) And I am quite 
.prepared, oven in tho absence of the 
nilnlHter of llnanco to allow the meas- 
ure to stand over un^il the lion, 
gentleman can produce a telegram 
from the federal government at Ot- 
tawa to tho effect that If this bill is 
passed with the clause in it, to which 
I am objecting, it will not be in any 
way interfered with. (Hear, iiear.) 
Mr. Jardlne Interposes. 

John Jardlne (fOsquimalt) inteniosed 
at this juncture. He ccnild inform the 
.government tluit the working men of 
British f^olumhia were keenly inter- 
ested in this question .and wanted the 
nmendment jiroposed by l\Ir. Hender- 
son placed In the act. The premier 
was continually saying that such and 
such was beyond the jurisdiction of 
this I<>gislatiire. He would like to 
ask why the legislature meets if every 
bill that it enacts is subject to disal- 
lowance. ' 

He believed that the premier would 
like to do well by the working men 
of the province, but was so surround- 
ed by corporate influences that he 
dare not accept the amendment of the 
ineriiber fm' Yale. 

Mr. Jrirdine read an item from the 
Week referring to the unemployed in 
Victoria. 

Stated Fairly and Squarely. 

Hon. Mr. Mc.l'irldc: I thought, sir, 
that I stated fairly and clearly in ref- 
erence to llio hon. niemher for Yale's 
motion that the reason why we did 
not wdsli to include this amendment 
in tliis l:iiU was simply because we do 
not wish this act to run in any w.iy 
the rislv of disallowance, ami becaufe 
wo have the strongest possible desire 
to make it effective and to have it 
remain on the statute books of tho 
country. (Cheers.) Now I can refer to 
•.he sessional papers, I think, for 1890 
and 1900, In which we find several 
very elaborate reports from the minis- 
ter of justice on this self same ques- 
tion, showing clearly tha-t acts which 
included ehiusos drawn In similar 
terms with tlie amendment of my hon. 
friend have been disallowed, inasucli 
as it was held by the federal govern- 
ment tliiit It was not constitutional 
for the parliament of British Columbia 
to discriminate against Asiatics. And 
this objection was then t.^ken In con- 
nection with legislation which pro- 
posed. In the case of tho ivootenay 
Central and of nnotlier provincial road, 
lo protect white labor, and to protect 
It to the fullRst po,'3Sible, extent, l^ho 
Kootonay Centraliv was, moreover, t a 
Dominion road, biillt under a Dprnln-r. 
Ion charter, and with the advantage 
of a Dominion subsidy, and If the

In tho erjrlie,-t days Iho prehistoi'ic 
inhabitant- of upi'i r I'Tsyrit \vi>rc ac- 
customed to ])r.-M(M'vi! (heir dead by a 
successful sun-dryuig- procus.s, but this 
was a ])rlmitivo method, not to be 
thought of wlien the si'''at KK'yptlan 
dynasties wei-e in )>ow(M'. It was not, 
ho\vcvor, till the twenty-lirst dynasty 
that tho embaliners Ixs^an to trj- I'o 
make their outtiuL look as natural as 
life. Previous to I hat the uiumniies 
wore .shrimken wreclvs of Ijodies. Tlie 
l)ractice then introdiioed was a .-sort ol 
combination of finbalniinf;- and ta.^'id- 
eriny. 'J'lio brain was I'cmovcd, aiict 
thc! cavity nlled v/ith linen and rf.sln. 
The body was op( iicrl aiid the viscera, 
excepting tlie heart, rcino\-(Hl : nil yiarts 
wore given a prolonged saline bath, 
and finally the Viscera were returned, 
and all parts of the body, Incliidirig 
tin; limbs, v/ere Btuffed with mud and 
linen. Finger ttnd toe nails were care- 
fully fastened tight, artificial rM-es 
were supplied as far as necess;iry, 
men's bodies wei-o painted red and 
womciflj yellow, and all wa.s ready lor 
that long preservation in the tomb 
which has enflea with showing so well 
to the -World the vanity 'of life.'' 

In later dynasties: this . process was 
dlncitrdod as , barl)arl0 and , uncouth, 
and in place of It a system of external 
bandages was developed to rIvq the 
niiiinmv the shapo and plumpne.Sij It 
had had in life.

The tirst meeting of ibis year".s civic 
board oil health wa.s hold last evening 
at tlic city hall, wlion the annual re- 
l)ort of the medical health oflieer was 
received and considered and thc deci- 
sion arrived at that the city should go 
ahead with the work of render- 
ing inocuous the "dump" on 
the James bay Oats. Mayor 
Hall pointed out that if the city did 
not do the work, the provincial board 
would do so and charge the cost up to 
the city. The plan suggested by thc 
provincial board Is to dig trenches 
through tho land whereon for years 
past garbage has been deposited, and 
ihorouiihly Impreghate .the" earth with 
a solution of llmej which can be forced 
by pro:3sure through 'the offensive 
mass. Dr. Robertson,- city ineilical 
health officer, was present at the 
meeting, and when asked to explain to 
the new niembcr.s of tlic board his 
opinion of the "duinp." iroin tho 
health standiioint, r<dtei-ated his for- 
mer .statement tliat he did not consider 
the place to be a menace to the pub- 
lic liealth. though tliere was no doubt 
tiial when the refuse was burning last 
fall, tiie Unnes had been a nuisance. 
S:i'o tleclarcd that in all the years dur- 
ing which that locality had been used 
as a dumping ground, ihere had been 
no cases of disease directly traceable 
lo the e.xisteiice of thc dump. How- 
ever, it would do no harm to do as the 
provincial board reciuestcd, though he 
thought that thc whole ground, includ- 
ing that portion up to the hotel should 
alco be treated. 

Public Health. . 

Dr. Ilobertson made a verbal rciiort 
on tlie state of the jjublic health for 
tije month of January. There has 
been a slight increase in the number 
of diphtheria cases, there being' ten in 
all, eight of which were in the Lsola- 
lion hospital and two ciuarantined at 
home. He had endeavored to ascer- 
tain the source of the Infection. There 
did not appear to be any particular 
reason for the disease, and froni the 
fact that the cases are widely scatter- 
ed, it would a])pear to be due to cli- 
matic conditions. All precautions are 
being taken to guard against ihe 
spread of the disease, but there was 
nothing of the nature of an epidemic. 
Dr. ilobertaon called attention to tlie 
need of the Board' establishing a reg- 
ular scale of charge for patients being 
treated in the isolation Hospital. In 
many cases people who -are . taken 
down with 'some infectious or con- 
tagious disease, and ordered removed 
to tlie isolation hespital, can well af- 
ford to pay for treatment, and many 
anri ciuite willing to do so, but there 
has been no settled scale of charges, 
and ho thought there should be. At 
prcaeut the city gels nothing from 
such patients. 

Kanitary Inspector Wilson stated 
that something must be done to [irop- 
erly Hush tho sewers, and in answer to 
a ciuestion by Aid. Henderson ■ uh to 
why, in cases of sewers -omitting of- 
tciisive odors, lie did not rejjorl, - ho 
declared that that -svas not hid busi- 
ness. Aid. McKcown inquired who 
should be responsible, and Aid. Ful- 
lerton declared tiiat it was about time 
that things were turned over in re- 
gard to llic sanitary work. Aid. Glea- 
soii tliouglit that i\lr. Wilson, as sani- 
tary inspecior, .-should report all cases 
of infractions of thc health by-law to 
the board, but that ollicial f«;l<irte,d 
that he would be a fool to do that, or 
to do any more than he absolutely had 
So. "I tfon't give a hang for my job," 
iMr. Wilson declared, "I've been re- 
porting until I am sick." 

Refuse to Prosocute. 

In regard to a conii)laint from a 
James bay residenc as to others dumi)- 
Ing garbage on thc streets and vacant 
lots, Mr. Wilson stated that he hud 
received many complaints, but be 
could not prosecute, as the luiriics 
coniplaining invariably refused lo aii- 
pear in court to gi\'c evidence. 

Tho .sanitary insiiector declared that 
thc best thing the ciiy could do would 
be to take over the work of the scav- 
enging department, stating, "you're 
away behind the times now." lie de- 
clared lliat if tire work were kfl to 
him he could clean ui> tVic .laine.-; bay 
dump at a cost of not more than -TTS. 

In discussing the ■'dunii)," it was 
stated that there were but conipara- 
tividy few rats iie>w roaming tlie 
James bay Hats, owing to the fact tliat 
the garbage had been pi'i-ll\- well cov- 
ered over. In answer to Ur. liobort- 
son's query if there were many ro- 
dents al iircsent in that spot, Mr. Wil- 
son declared emphatically, "I can't 
buy tlu.ii) al a dollar a dozen," and he 
sAid that there are very few rats be- 
ing brought in al present by those 
anxious to gain the bounty given by 
the city.

the strength - of ' promises^ ' which' ' were 
made them in tho past, and> 'which 
renewed 'later .'"on; , they wish to 'secure 
this exemption. And accordiiigiy we 
Wave come to parliament and state that 
\Vo now propose to carry- out this ar 
rangeinent, and further that the agree 
ment which will consummate the bus! 
nea wlll,be laid in d'ue time before the 
hou^e. (Hear, ]>ear.) ^ 
Already Declared Unoonstitutional. 
Tho the member for 'Vale comes for 
ward with the Asiatic problem, not 
withstanding the, fact, that the Liberal 
party at Ottawa/i. which 'ho .support , 
andvtho men whom ithey : send ; down to 
Ottawa whenever-:the occasion- offers, 
do nothing whatever, i'and . -never at 
teiniit to do anychlrtg, In the very same 
direction. - (Hear; hear.) I am not at 
all surprised that mv hon, trlend has 
made . this proiiosltton, but, as 1 have 
already pomted out to the house, our 
experionco has been that the inclusion 
of similar clau'ees' ' I§ at once looked 
upon by tho members of the govern- 
ment at Ottawa as uncon.3titutional 
(Hear, hear.) I by no means consider 
that tho opinions oxiirci'sed by the de- 
partment of justice at Ottawa have 
affected the judgments of the court^i; 
but nevertheless we know, as a matter 
of practice in the carrying on of busi- 
ness, as between this province and Ot- 
tawa, the opinion of the minister of 
justice invariably prevails with regard 
to constitutional points. (Hear, 
hear.) And hero is an InstanQC where 
tho department of justice, in connec- 
tion with the jiresent regime at Otta- 
wa, has alrt;ady pronounced in the 
most outspoken way in regard to tho 
unconstitutionality " of the clause, 
which Is proposed by tho, hon. member 
for Tale. (Hoar, hear.) 

Work Should Go On. 
Now, sir, tho government is very 
an.xiouB that these railroads should bo 
gone on with (cheers), and we, more- 
over, and very naturally, wish that our 
legislation may be effective, and for 
that reason, and for that reason, 'sir, 
alone, wo are anxious tliat nothing 
may be done which will risk In any 
way the disallowance of this bill. 
(Cheers.) And, hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site can moreover rest assured that 
this govei-niiieiit Is deeply in earnest 
in its desire and In its int'efltion to 
help out those white men who are 
bona fide residents of this province, 
and that in making the^e bargains we 
will do ouir utmost to iaee that the in- 
terests of theses people are, in tho very 
first instance, protected and most ad- 
equately protected. (Cheers.) I re- 
rieat, sir, -that if tho sentiments which 
have been expressed by hon. gentle- 
men opposite were really genuine, they 
would never have allowed one of these 
bills, relating to the construction of 
roads In this province, under Dominion 
charters, and with Dominion assist- 
ance, to have passed llirougli tlie 
house of commons at Ottawa without 
at least making some effort to have 
the interests of white labor in this 
province protected beyond the shadow 
of a doubt! (Cheers.) Wliat ea.sier 
thing could bo proposed than that the 
member for Yale, or the member for 
Albernl, should write to their inernbors 
at Ottawa and see that . when 'subsi- 
dies were being given either to the 
E. & N. or to tlie Kootenay Central, 
while labor was protected. But, sir, 
tliey have done nothing of the sort. 
(Hear, hear.) As far as we can go, 
however, we W'ish to go. We wish to 
see work upon these railways begun, 
developjuent go on, and btisinesa really 
done. (Cheers.) 

We, as members of the government, 
are first and foremost respon.sibie for 
bringing about these conditions, and 
in performing tliia duty, and in fulfill- 
ing our responsibilities it is up to us, 
sir, to see that nothing is done which 
may dela.y the consummation of these 
bargains and thc making of these 
agreement.?. (Clieers.) 

Let Ottawa Act for Once 
Parker Williams (Newcastle) 
thought it would be well to give the 
leader of the opposition time to wire 
Ottawa and to obtain an assurance 
from the federal authorities that if 
the bill with the pro]5osed amendment 
were passed by the house it would not 
be disallowed. If they got this assur- 
ance it would Ijo the first time that 
they had obtained anything from Ot- 
tawa. 

He ventured tho suggestion that the 
member for Rossland, when he was 
wiring, might as well put in a query 
as to when Ralph Smith purposed In- 
troducing his Natal bill in the Domin- 
ion house. 

Gratuitous Insult 
Hon. Mr. Bowser: It would appear, 
sir, from tlie remarks which have fal- 
len from the leader of the opposition 
this afternoon that so far as the Do- 
minion Liberal party is concerned ho 
has cut loose from them, and I ]U'o- 
sume tliat this is in consequence of 
their record on tho Chinese and Jap- 
anese questions, and in particular on 
tho latter issue. (Hear, hear.) He 
now says that he has nothing what- 
ever to do witli Ottawa; that he only 
represents Rossland. in this house, and 
that wo must divorce ourselves from 
the fact that "we hoth belong to the 
two great parties, the Conservatives 
and the Liberals. It is, however, sir, 
pretty hard for. either one of us to 
free ourselves complelely from our 
Iiarty leanings, and from tho responsi- 
bility which to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent rests upon us in consequence of 
the iict.s of our leaders In the Domin- 
ion bouse The hon. gentleman even 
went so far as to say in terms of sar- 
casnt that he liad never known the 
Consorv.ative party to be guilty of 
good government. But was ever a 
more gratuitous insult uttered than is 
conveyed in that statement'.' (Hear, 
hear.) For tho people of this great 
province showed, and in no uncertain 
manner, in 1907, their confidence in us 
and their belief that we could and 
would handle properly tho affairs of 
this country. (Cheers.) 

The verdict of tho people In our fa- 
vor was the great prize for which we 
battled at the recent elections (cheers), 
while tho hon. gentleman was only too 
sorry that It was not recorded in his 
favor. (Hear, h€ar.) 

Question of Sincerity 
Now, the question comes up whether 
hon. gentlemen on this side of the 
house are really sincere on the ques- 
tion of Japanese or Oriental labor in 
connection with public works, and It 
has already been pointed out that 
when this question of sincerity is 
rilacod on the tapis we h.avo to look at 
the record, not only of our own side 
but at tho record of hon. gentlemen 
opposite, and when I read the .speech 
which was very recently delivered by 
Hon. Sydney Fisher, the Dominion 
minister of agriculture, on tills very 
question, I discovered what were the 
views wiiich tliat hon. gentleman en- 
tertained upon this question of Ori- 
ental Immigration, and these, I sup- 
pose are also the view.s of the great 
majority at all events of tho membora 
of tho cabinet. 

IVIr, Fisher's Views 
Now, Mr. Fisher was in Japan a few 
years ago, on a mission, and tliis is 
tho gentleman who on Jan. US used

Welcomes Hund/eds of. Thousands 

So, the hon. gentleman sees no harm 
whatever in handing over 10,000 acres 
of land to tho Jajianese for settlement 
(lioar, hear), and he goes on to say; 

"I do not know that It .would- hurt 
and 1 have cDnfldenco that If 'a few 
thousands,, ol' a fe'vv tens of thousands, 
or, I do not hesitate to say, if a few 
hundreds of thousands of .Tapanese 
came into Canada tho present Canad- 
ian people will still rule this land and 
our ideas of constitutional and repre- 
sentative government will l3e main- 
tained and the Japanese will have to 
come to our ideas and. our views if 
tlic,v are going to become citi-/;ens of 
Canada and we not to theirs. Vm 
these rea.sons I am not so very much 
afmid of Japanese immigration as 
some peojile are, but at the same time 
f apiireciate and I know, as has bean 
BO -well said by my right hon. leader 
(Sir A'Vilfrid Laurier) that there are 
times for all things and that with the 
prejudice in the minds of many we 
cannot force these things against pre- 
judice" 

From a Cabinet Minister 

Now, sir, what do hon. members 
think of this language from a cabinet 
minister at Ottawa! He wants 
hundreds of thousands of Japanese in 
this country, and this is indicative of 
the whole feeling of the Liberals al 
Ottawa upon this imiJortant and vital 
issue. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Macdonaid: He really says that 
if a few thou.sand of them came to 
this country he has faith enough in 
British institutions to fear nothing 
from their presence. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: We see, sir, that 
our hon. friend is now a Liberal. 
(Laughter.) And that he is not at this 
moment posing as the representative 
of Rosaland! - (Laughter.) For he is 
now most certainly holding a brief for 
the Liberal party at Ottawa! (Cheers.) 
1 leave it- to thi- inteHlg)en.ee of ,,the 
members of this" 'a'sserribly, to' draw 
their own inference in ^view of'- the 
aiioiogetlo remarks- which have fallen 
from the hon. memjDer^for Bossland 
in reference "to the statements of Vtt. 
l-'lsher. 

In Words But Not in Acts 

But returning to the matinr of sin- 
cerity on this question of Oriental im- 
migration we find that hon. gentle- 
men opposite, sho'w their sincerity in 
words, and never in acts. (Cheers.) 
And in proof ; of ..this.-. fact,-, I refer to 
the proceedings at the Liberal con- 
vention. In whloH my hon..sfrlend took 
such a prominent part' onjy a few 
months ago. AVhy then; str, the hon. 
gentleman demanded that a special 
session of the house be called' fn order 
to pass the Natal Act, and not only 
that, sir, but he further called upon 
his, the -Liberal i^arty in the Dominion 
house to pass the Natal Act, and a 
resolution to this effect was passed. 
(Hear, hear.) These were the senti- 
ments which he strongly expressed 
then, and at that convention. Then, 
sir, ho could only bo satisfied with 
seeing the Natal Act becoming the 
statute law of the great Dominion! 
But what, sir, do we now find to be 
the case? AVhy, sir, we find that this 
hon. gentleman now takes the stand 
that we do not need the N;atal Act 
at all (hear, hear), but that the ar- 
rangement which 'was made with 
Japan by Hon. Mr,'Xemieux Is quite 
sulllcicnt. 

Not Until Treaty Ends. 

Mr. Macdonaid. — I do not take any 
such position. But 1 say that if the 
present arrangement is not effective, 
tho Natal act ought to be passed by 
tho Dominion government. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser. — The hon. gentle- 
man took part in the convention which 
advocated the passage of the Natal act. 

air. Macdonald.-^It passed no such 
resolution, as it recognized thc fact 
that no Natal act can be enacted until 
the treaty with Japan is'put an end to. 

Hon. "Mr. B.owser. — I will deal with 
that matter litter on, and have sent 
for the resolution. 

Dominion Claims Control. 

I have endeavored to .show, sir, that 
as far as Ottawa is concerned on this 
question, one position is taken, and 
further, that the Liberal party here 
when it assumes a different position is 
not sincere. (Hear, hear). ' The hon. 
gentleman has said that the constitu- 
tional question cannot be raised in thi.g 
case; but no one knows belter than the 
hon. gentleman that thc wliolo question 
of jurisdiction, as far as railways are 
concerned, lies witlj tho Dominion 
government, and we certainly have no 
control over the E. & N. railway. The 
Dominion government even goes fur- 
ther and whilo it has been supposed 
thai we have jurisdiction over such 
railways wltliln our boundaries and 
OS have not been declared by the Do- 
minion parliament to be for' the gen- 
eral advantage of Canada, and later 
has taken the stand that we have no 
jurisdiction over . railways at all, and 
should not legislate in reference to 
railways. But In regard to this matter 
Of constitutionality, we Iiave tlio best 
of re.-xsons for our contention. 

Only last year, for instance, a rail- 
way company vvas prosecuted by the 
government of Alberta under tho Bush 
Fire act, and while Chief Justice Slf- 
ton held that tlie local act was con- 
stitutional, wlllch opinion was more- 
over confirmed by the 'exchequer court 
at Ottawa, tho railway 'company which 
pretended that they ' were exclusively 
under the jurisdiction of the Domin- 
ion parliament, carried the case to the 
privy council, wliich decided in it.s fa- 
vor. (Hear, hear.) In a very clever 
way the hon. member for Yale Is real- 
ly by this move attempting to destroy: 
this bill, and retard railway construc- 
tion in fnls province. (Hear, hear.) 
Hon. D.tvid Mills' Opinion 

A very able constitutional lawyer, 
and an authority upon this very point, 
Hon. David Mills, in 1901, expressed 
the following opinion in reference to 
an act which had been passed by thi.=> 
legislature In connection with the 
Crow's Neat Railway company; 

Section, 23 - of the act ; proyides that 
"no aliejas ;aljall 'ibe'-, employed ; on the 
railway "during cohstructiori uhless it 
can be demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of the lleutenant-governor-ln- 
councll that the work cannot be pro- 
ceeded with without the employment 
of such aliens." 

"This provision is manifestly ultra 
vires and therefore harmlcs.i and in- 
asmuch as tho undersigned has come 
to tho conclusion that he ought not to 
recommend disallowance for tho other 
reasons stated lu this report ho does

Mr. Macdonaid: ' , Bttt -he !, refUBed; to 
disallow the bill.

And 
that I.S tho vei-y reason why we have,:

,havi> 'lbeen disallowed at Ottawa, have 
moreover been disallowed, not for con- 
stitutional, but for political reasons.; 
(Cheers.) And no one knows .this, bet- 
ter than thc hon. mettiBe'r himself 
(Mr. Macdonaid.) 

I will now return to 'what went on 
at this famous Liberal convention, and 
rectify the mistakes of my hon, friend 
in regard to what then took placet 
And I think It will be ;admltted .that 
for one, who was not there, I know a 
good deal about its proceedings (Hear,', 
hear.) > 
Demanded Treaty's Repeal 
I am now quoting, sir, from theitft, 
bible, tho Victoria Times. (Laughter.)*': 
Mr. Bowser quoted the famous reso-f 
lulion calling for thc immediate eiiaet-j 
ment of a Natal Act carried unani-' 
mously at the Liberal convention last' 
November. 

"Now what does my hon. friend say 
to that. Why, sir, they not only called 
for the passage cf tho Natal Act at 
the llrst ensuing session, but going- 
much further, demanded tho repeal of 
the treaty itself, while a deliberate;-:

Question of Disallowance. 
Hon. Mr. McBtlde: I will' only 'add 
one or two 'SUffgestloiifs in regard ' to 
ino auestlon'Of disallowance, -I refer 
the house to the report of the minister 
of justice on the provincial loan act 
of ISDT, which contains the clause, ;

A TIMID IMPERIALIST 

Mr. Harold Begble's observations in 
the London Daily Chronicle as to 
what he calls the Americanization of

a sort of nightmare, of whicli . an 
amiable, yet timid Imperialist has 
been a victim. If ' it were not that we 

'find them widely, quoted in the Uni- 
ted States and treated as though they 
offered ..evidence that the Dominion 
was getting ready to fall into the ever 
open arms qf the Republic. Mr. Beg- 
bie la so much alarmed about the 
futur^.. that5^he ,wout^,.-Jllke to see an 
effortvninde to sei'tieHhfe sturdy son.'; 
of England upon the hillsides of that 
fair land and keep them from wan- 
dering off to this ungrateful country. 
,The ;ld'ea of breaking up England in- 

' to small farms and .iilaclng the sons 
of the soil upon them as landovvn^^r.'? 
Is not a bad one by any manner of 
means, but if Mr. Bogbio Iioiics to l)o 
able to stop the emigration of Britnn.s 
to Canada or anywhere else, we fear 

':he Is tWQ^or three thousand years too 
late to Ip'olc' for any great degree oC 
.succe.s.s. The British people arc af- 
fected with what one of the North- 
west pioneer newspaper men used to 
call, "the w|tnderlng. foot." The ut- 
termost part's of the world are ever 
calling- to tlicm and they hoed tlic 

voice. 

But v/hat is it tliat Mr. Bo,?bio 
fears? Ho came to Canada and .sppnt 
a few weeks in the country in tlie 
cquirse of which he Journeyed from 

.Ocean to ocean, .saw much and met a 
good many people. His .lourneylnfi 
was a revelation to him, and if lie ha.s 
not. been able to take It all in, he 

rhaa plenty of company... ■ W.e/who are 
on the" ground are not quite as clear 
as we would like to be as to how tlio 
destiny of the Empire will be work- 
ed out. Wo are only clear on one 

.point, namely, that it will not be 
C&nada's fault if the Dominion cca.ses 
to be a part of the realm's of the 
British Crown. As foi- the develop- 
ment of a national temperament here 
which may resemble that of the peo- 
ple of the United States more than It 

-jdoe8,tha;t of the people of England, we 
have only to say that national chai-ac- 

''ijt'^r; iH developed hy the physical 

f onaracterlsttcH of a country, and as the 

'latter are to a very considerable de- 
gree alilce In Canada and the United 
States, the characteristics of the peo- 
ple In both countries •mu.'it inevitably 
be somewhat similar. But there is 
nothing in this that need alarm the 

'.mpst timid Imperialist. 1;, 



ot the people. ■ We have tried to deal 
.with this question with, absolute fair- 
ness and to answer every reasonable 
question that may bo asked. We had 
fully ciSnsldered what the World asks 
before writing tlie article referred to. 
Had we felt. logically bound to 'take the 
stop^whfch ;.ithe\World mentions we 
,would unhesltaiingly have "done so, 
^hUt wo' were un.able to see that such a 
1 duty rested upon Mr. McBride. I,et us 
again say that the Canadian Nippon 
contract has no bearing yyliatev^r upon 
the constitutional question. We have 
not uiijcuKscd it m any asijecc wnai- 
over. Naturally this contract looms 
largo in the public eye, but if wo are 
to understand the constilutl .nial ques- 
tion and Mr, McBride's duty under the 
circumstances created by thg^ jr^eserva-' 
tion, wo mudt free our inlnds"ffom any 
prejudice to which the contract refer- 
red to might give rise. The question 
in our view resolved itself Into this; 

Is every erroneous conception by a 
lieutenant-governor of his authority 
under Ms instructions necessarily such 
an infringement upon popular rights 
that he should be removed from office? 

If the answer to this question must 
be in the affirmative It would have 
been necessary for us to follow up the 
article of Friday last in tlio way tho 
World suggests, but as \vo could not 
roacli tlio conclusion that tho answer 
ought to bo an alllrmativc one, wo 
contented ourselves vvitli stating what 
scorned' Incontrovertible under the best 
authorities on constitutional practice. 

It appears to us that if a provincial 
premier felt the circumstances of any 
case arising out of such a misconcep- 
tion were such as to render it. do.3lr- 
able that a lieutenant-sovcrnor sliould 
be removed, it v,-ouUl bo lii.s duty to 
inform His Honor of that tact and see 
wliat would happen next. The remov- 
al of a lieutenant-governor for an act 
which his ministers cannot defend is 
an extreme crisis in provincial admin- 
istration and we must ask to be ox- 
cu.setj from endeavoring to say 
until it arrives, how" such a crisis 
should be dealt wlth.^ It is to be as- 
sumed that Mr. McBride does" not con- 
sider that the Lieutenant-Governor has 
done anything which would justify him 
in asking for his disniis.sal. If any 
member of the legislature thinl^s other- 
wise, there are many methods by which 
he can secure an expression of opinion 
Croni the legi.slature. If that opinion 
should be against Mr. McBrlde he 
would have to choose betvveen' i;esign- 
Ing and giving off ect ifo the views of 
the House. If it supported Mr. McBrlde 
tho incident would be. glosed a^. far as 
he is concerned. ■ ,

We are not always ab,l,e to-, .agree 
with the Canadian Cottrler; which 

sometime.-; exhibits tho top-loftiness 
of tlie superior person wlilcli secn^_.'3 to 
bo characteristic to a greater or less 
degree of all weekly newspapers which 
are printed on calendered paper and 
in wide columns, but It gives six "Rea- 
sons for Optimism" that' ^ make good 
reading. They are: 

"The Bank of England'.'! .rate of dis- 
count has been lowered from seven to 
four per cent. Another :'. world-wide 
money crisis has passed. 

"In 1907, Canada received 17,000 
more British emigrants than did the 
United Slates. 

"Last year 117,5S6 British emigrant. s 
left for Canada, while only '14,3S9 went 
to Australasia. 

"The Grand Trunk Pacilic hopes to 
have its lino from Edmonton to W'in- 
nipcg In operation by September. The 
distance is 794 miles. 

"The Dominion Government has de- 
cided th,a't every man in the West who 
has a farm, some horses, and a seeding 
machine, shall have plenty of seed 
grain. 

"The rriild weather has.-made living 
less expensive and has aayed hundred.) 
of thousands of dollars for the railway 
companies." 

Many people could name, other very 
excellent reasons for optimism in Can- 
ada, such as the large expenditures 
which the Canadian Pacific is going to 
make; the great outlay in connection 
with the (^a.-;toi-n section of tlie Nation- 
iil Transcontinental R;llwny and the 
Canadian Northern Railway, tlie cer- 
tainty of a Iwge imlux of settlers, 
who will be attracted 'by tho aplendid 
manner In which tho Dominion has 
come through a very hard year; tho 
growing confidence of tho people of 
Canada in their own country. The air 
Is full of j-easons for optimism. 



That the ratification of the said treaty 
(>r- 19()6. was ;almost Immediately fol'- 
lovved by a great influx of Japanese la- 
borers into Canada..: That in the opin- 
ion of this House Canada sbould not 
enter into or accede to any treaty 
which deprives Parliament of the con- 
trol .qf-^^lmmig^^^ 

That this ' Hoiisei ' while 'expressing 'its 
profound appreciation ot the friendly 
Intentions and courteous assurances 
of the Japanese Govornuiciit, and 
while declaring its sincere desire for 
tho most cordial relations with the Ja- 
l)'anese4i).e(jple,'Aa^ljN|n|Y^jt^ l-o 
record its strong protest against a pol- 
icy under which our wage-earning 
population cannot bo protected from 
destructive invading competition, ex- 
ce{) t , by e.htre.at jni;;, t^«5, f pjffieaf ance and 
aid of a foreign Gb'verriment." 

The resolution wad defeated, but it 
is intcrc.'^tlng because It places on re- 
cord some important facts and dolliic^ 
the attitude of the Conservative party 
on the question of Japanese immigra- 
tion. Substantially the only answer 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurler made to the 
recitals in the resolution, a.s to Japan's 
offer to permit of the ■ restriction ot 
immigration, was that what Japan 
might be willing to agree to In 1S9(i 
might be very objectionable to that 
country in 1906 as she had in the 
moan while become a lirst-class iiruvcr. 
We have not the verbatim report of 
the Prime Minister's speech to hand, 
but the summary printed In tho Tor- 
onto Globe does not suggest that he 
adduced any evidence in support of his 
contention, although he , did '.say that 
tho Japanese offer of restriction was 
coupled with the condition that the 
treaty mi.glit be ahro.!fated on six 
inontli.s' notice, and ho .'^aid that if Ca- 
nada had insi.^lcd on tho right to res- 
trict immigration and had jjas.sed such 
a measure as the Natal Act, Jajian 
would have at once given notice. We 
are not Impressed with the force of 
this argument. In the first place no 
one has iiny evidence that Japan 
would have done anything of the kind, 
and l,n the 4iext place if Canada could 
only secure the advantage of tho trea- 
ty by foregoing tho riglit to restrict 
Jiipaiioso immiffratioii, it would bo 
better. In our Judgment, to have let the 
treaty go. Sir Wilfrid defined Mr. 
Borden's rp.soIution as raising a dis- 
tinct lino of cleavage Ijotwooii the two 
parties and s.-iid ho \volconiod it for 
that rotison. lie said tliat tho Con- 
serviitix'os wi.^hed to restrict Jiiptinose 
Iinmlgratlim by legislation, but the 
Liberals by a friendl.v understandln 
Upon an issue thus defined there Is 
not much doubt wliorc tho groat ina 
jorlty of the ])Oople of Uriti.sli Co 
lunibla will stand. They will not on 
dorse the position that the Influx of 
Japanese to this province shall depend 
upon the decision of .^he Japanese 
government. ' ' 



Wo have heard that proceedings 
iiiay be', instituted ..^..against a ;corlain 
alderman for';te9hnlb8il infrlngoinent of 
the Municipal Act, which may cxposi 
him to penalties. Wo tru.=;t notliiiig or 
tho kind will be done. It may be 
strictly legal justice, byt there are not 
many ;qf 7is,;<wh6, fi^ljl 
insistiifg iipon"' the^iilL o'bservdrice of 
the full letter of the law, would not do 
well to "consider this — that in .the 
course of justice none of us should sec 
.salvation." 



Commander Peary, of Arctic explor- 
ation fame, .says lie will .sttirt for the 
north on another expedition trip tho 
first of next July. This is Ijnter^stlng 
because it indicates that Mr. Peary ' Is 
still working at tho business of North 
Pole hunting, which, being tho one 
profession which Is not overcrowded,, 
would seem to offer a splendid . field 
for enterprising young men with a 
spirit of adventtirp. The fact that 
iliorc sooms not tlie remotost likelihood 
ot Mr. Peary finding tho polo does not 
present any obstacle to, "success' from 
a business standpoint. 

As tile interests of the whole com- 
munity are greater than those of any 
siuglo individual, it Is a little .short of 
criminal for parents to refrain from 
reporting to the proiior officer an out- 
break of diplhiM-ia in their faijtiiy. We 
can all understand that a mother's first 
impulse is to shield her child from ot- 
flclal Interference and seek to prevent 
It being taken to the Isolation Hospi- 
tal; but it is only by the complete 
disregard of .such a sentiment that so - 
ciety is able to protect itself from an 
epidemic of (ll.?case with its attendant 
destruction of life. Ilowever cruel tlio 
process may seem there is no otlior al- 
ternative but the strict entorcomcnt 
of the law.

Mr. William Walnwrlght, second 
vice-president of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway Company, litis r'"'- 
turned to Montreal, after a .somewhat 
prolonged visit to 'Victoria, in the 
course of which he has been endeavor- 
ing to reach an undorstjinding with 
tho provincial government In regard 
to certain matters affecting the com- 
pany's interests In the province. Mr. 
Walnwrlght says that ho has been 
met In a very friondlj- spirit by the 
government, but tliat <'ertuln points 
have arisen upon which he feels it 
necessary to consult with the presi- 
dent of tho company. He has made 
certain proposals to tho government 
and has received certain counter pro- 
posals. After his return to Montreal he 
hopes to be able In the course of a 
day or two to be able to reach n con- 
clusion tliat will bo acceptable to all 
r)artios. Tho public will await tho 
outcome of the negotiations with great 
interest.

istry then In office in Canada called 
attention; to the dangers pf unrestrict- 
ed immigration, and declared that 
Canada's adhesion to the treaty of 
190'4 with Japan should be ticcompan- 
iod by such a proviso or atlpulatlon as 
would enable Parliament to control 
tho Immigration of laborers and arti- 
zans. That Japan in 1S9G consented 
that such a proviso and stipulation 
should accompany the adhesion of 
Canada to .the '.treaty. That, notwith- 
standing such consent, tho present 
Government In 190,'') deliberately aban- 
doned any .-juch proviso or stipulation, 
allhough Its great importauco was 
twice called to tholr attention by ;he 
nritlsh Government during tho course 
of the negotiations; and having en- 
tered Into the treaty; of 1900 which 
brought Into force In Canada tho 
treaty of 1S9'1 absolutely iiiid without 
reserve) tho Government secured Its 
ratification ,by Pai-liament in 1007.

AVashlngton, D. O. Jan. 28. — A blow

regard the court's decision as the most 
disastrous of a series of setbacks they 
have received from the courts within 
the last few weeks. It is conceded 
•to l3e more far-reaching than the ac- 
tion of the District of Columbia, Hu- 
liremo Court in granting the order to 
restrain the American Federation of 
ILabor from printing the namo. ol: the 
;,53uok Stove and Range company in the 
"unfair list." By many it will be re- 
garded as a greater blow than that 
'administered l)y the United States Su- 
])remn Court in declaring tho employ- 
ers' liability act unconstitutional.

'■';'by the unfortunate authoress, which is 
called "Heliunthus," and it lias been 
in typo for months awaiting revision. 
A di.spatch from Florence says: 

After Onida's funeral an American 
woman who went to Ijucca from Flor- 
ence to ]jlace I'lowers on her grave, 
. told a remarkable story of the dead 
author's parentage. She said lier hus- 
band. Col. George Roy Gliddon, who 
,■ (ought on the Confederate side in the 
Civil War, and wlio' died 26 years ago, 
.- told her that he was a brother of Ouida 
who went to England from America 
at a tender age under the care of a 
_u woman , who -had' adopted her.- Sho 
(the American woman) went to Italy 

■ to help Ouida. Sho liad written to her 
but had received no reply. Her hus- 
band never mentioned Ouida without 
weeping. Ouida's father made and 
lost two fortunes, displaying the same 
financial weakness as the novelist. The 
woman showed her husliand's portrait, 
which markedly resembled the nov- 
elist in the higli forehead and pene- 

■'. trating glance. 

It is to be noted that while there is 
•. complete unanimity of opinion -among 
all parties in England that Germany's 
naval policy is directed against Groat 
Britain, ])ublic men in Germany are 
equally insistent that there is nothing 
'In the situation to warrant such a be- 
lief. The other day In the Reichstag, 
diu'ing the course of the dcl^ate on the 
navy bill, Admiral A^on Tirpil/,, sec- 
retary of the Imijerial admiralty, said: 

Wo. are aiming at nobody, certainly 
lit no particular country. The rela- 
tions between nations are too indefi- 
I nite to make it iiossible to build a 
fleet against any definite enemy. A\'e 
are onl.v following in the .steps of the 
other .sea powers. So I'ur as Jilngland 
is concerned there is absohitely no 
conflict of interest anywliere in tlie 
world between her and ourselves whieli 
would be in the least remedied by an 
appeal to arms, (fjoud ciieers.) Tlic 
Idea that we wisli to compete with 
England, that wo wisli to build up a 
sea power, making her command of 
the sea doulitful, is merely an effort 
of the imagination. JOngland, if she 
wishes can leave us well behind in na- 
val armamont.s.

London Morning i''ost — Mr. BirreU's 
recent speech in Belfast unfortunately 
forbade tho hope of any improvcmout 
in the anarchic condition of that c<uin- 
ti-y while the present Administration 
lasts. There is no difficulty in under- 
standing the nature of the situation 
with which the chief Secretary finds 
himself confronted. It Is an old axiom 
of nationalist policy that the way ^o 
secure Home Rule is to make the gov- 
ernment of the country impossible un- 
der the existing system by conducting 
an organized campaign of law-break- 
ing and agrarian violence. What is 
the excuse for failure to secure law- 
abidin'g British subjects in their ele- 
mentary rights of protection for their 
in-operty and person'.' Tho Liberal 
contention seems to be that it is bet- 
ter that honest men should be sac- 
rificed to raiders and boycollers than 
that the agitators sliould emor!,'e fr(jin 
lirison with tho halo <it Martyrdom to 
renew ihi/w campaign. In support of 
tills contention they are able to point 
to one or two instances of political 
ringleaders luiving been imprisoned in 
tho past, and having ultimately gained 
in influence on that account. But 
those who adojitod this lino of argu- 
ment do not seem to have asked them- 
selves why these men havetskedtliom- 
renew their agitation with effect. 
In the normal case the agitator who 
serves a term of several years comes 
out of prison to find his occupation 
giiiie, because times have clLanged in 
the interval. In Ireland, unfortunately, 
the times have not yet changed to this 
extent, but that is no reason why they 
liould never change except after dis- 
ruption of tho union. 

London IDall.v Telegra])h — As tlie ne- 
•o problem is the sinister heritage 
of tho American Republic, the color 
riuestion is now one of the menacing 
lltflcultles of tho British Empire. It 
s Instructive to nolo that in both the 
great Fnglish speaking countries the 
Issues connected with race conflict are 
becoming acute. In the Transvaal Mr. 
Gandhi and fourteen of his compatrlpts 
have been sent to prison for defying 
the registration act, but tho Indian 
(luestkm, so far as It forms a local dif- 
ficulty In one colony. Is only a minor 
part of that wide and complex problem 
of the treatment of dark aborigines 
and brown immigration which now 
forms ilie most serious obstacle to 
South Al'rcan unification. The vital 
princi.olo to bo accepted and i-emein- 
bered as we have Insisted again and | 
again, is tills — that for the South Af- 1 
rlcan colonies color iiuestions are the I 
most important of domestic problems, | 
and thei-e must be no interference from | 
liome. 'i'he colonists will not tolerate j 
any attempt at interference. We could [ 
never enforcf; it except by v.'aging war 
both on British and Dutch. Is that 
what Is demanded by our sentimental- 
ists of the ministerial jiersuaslon? But 
again, there an> grave interna.1 dlffe-r- 
ences betwi'on the colonies themseh-es 
uiion the ccdor uMo.dion. In cape (Col- 
ony there has Iioeii much admixture of 
blood. A shortsighted policy with res- 
pect to the franchise has created . a 
Kaffir vote: which exerts a demoraH:?- 
ing effect un^er the party system. The 
h'atl.ye HP-8se»'t^ himself with flStonla- 
tlori, ' and,?'6ccaslonally v/lth aeflanco. 
But rn'tlle northern colonies this state 
of -things; l!» looked upon -with loath- 
I'ng and before South African unification 
can be effected Cape Colony may havo 
to withdraw from her dark inhabitants 
some of the privileges the>' at preHSrit 
enjoy. Tho cohnilsts, -(Xith a iilack 
question of overwhelming iiiagnitMrio 
on their hands, are clearly Justified In 
their desire to keep the "brown prob- 
lem" created by Indian Immigration 
within mamigoablo proportions.

that the king has sanctioned.

One dinner Invitation tho kins always 
insists upon being sent by his host 
and hostess, and that is to the local 
Church of England clergyman and lils 
\vife. 

King's Famous Diamonds. 

The Callinau, says Tlt-Bits, is only 
one of the many famous diamonds held 
liv crowned rulers of Europe. The 
King still has the ICohl-l-Koor, a stone 
which dates back to the time of Caes- 
ar's landing in Britain,

WUkie tlollins turned its his- 
tory to good account in hla weird re- 
manco, "The Moonstone."

Sikh Accus6.d.. of ..Misappropri- 
ating FunHsf Released > by , 
Magistrate Jay . 



The eario against Badhawa Sln^h 
broke down yesterday afternoon, and 
Magistrate Jay discharged the prison- 
er, although lie was corapoUed to re- 
niarlc on tlie unsatisfactory nature oi 
cases wliero the evidence was strongly 
conflicting and tlie cross examination 
had to be conducted through an inter- 
preter. His honor also remarked that 
the alteration of the application for 
a post office order was still an un- 
solved mj'ster.v. Tne prosecutor, 
Thakur Singh, claimed that the order' 
had boon made out for $100 and alter- 
ed by the defendant to aeventy-ntne. 
The application was unquestionably 
altered but there la no evidence to 
sliovv by whom, ' • 

In giving judgment his horior said 
that the evlijtenee ot t'ae aocus^. was 
lorroborated on' a' number of iftiport- 
mt points. He denied uU knowledge 
of the transactlori while the prosecu- 
tor swore that Jugett Singh made out 
the order in the accuscd'o house. Ju- 

ett Singh, however, said tluit ho 
made 'out the order at his own liousc 
and tluit ilie accused was not i)resent. 
Jugett Singli ia foreman of the SikhM 
at Lei.gh's mill, lie spealis and writes 
English and seems an exceptionally 
inielligent man, and his testimony 
carried weight with the court. 

The iirosccutor and two Hindu v.'it- 
iie.sses .swore that the accused was at 
the bricli yards at about il o'clock on 
the morning of August 5, and that they 
went up town together to get the bal- 
ance oC the money to send away. The 
accused swore, and he was covrobor- 
ated by his foreman, Jugett Singh, and 
the time books at Leigh's mill which 
wore produced in court, tliat he work- 
ed till ten that day, wheh-he laid off 
on account of & sore finger. The ac- 
cused admitted drawing $50 out of the 
.Havings bank that day but said that 
it was to pay a debt, and that he left 
the money in his cabin and whence it 
was stolen while - he was away in the 
afternoon. His creditor proved that 
Badhawa Singh did owe him a consid- 
erable sum of money at that time, 
whleli was subsequently paid up. An 
entry in the police complaint book 
also" showed tliat Badliawa Singh had 
informed the police of the theft at the 
time, though the book was ruled out 
when presented as evidence. The pros- 
ecution also did not introduce any evi- 
dence to show that Asa Singh, whoso 
remittance was said to bo S20 short, 
wrote drawing attention to the fact. 
A\yo the offense was alleged to have 
been committed nearly six months 
ago, but no action was taken till the 
day the accused gave testimony 
against O. D. Kumar.ln the suit in the 
small debts court. Kum.ar /sat beside 
Fi-ank Tllggins, counsel for the prose- 
cution during the trial of the case, and 
tidvised on the conduct of the case as 
mucii as counsel would permit. Mc-' 
Phiuips and Helsterman appeared for 
the defense..

As, liowover, the 
local employers of labor prefer Sikhs, 
practically the entire local Indian com- 
munity have tacked the v,-ord on to 
their names, much to the disgust of 
the real article.

Question to London 



The Judicial committee of the privy 
council has granted leave to the gov- 
ernment of ih-itish Columbia to appeal 
from the ruling of Mr. Justice Cle- 
ment in the divorce case of Watt A-er- 
aus Watt, direct to that body. In this 
way the rights of the province to grant 
divorces will be settled once and for 
all. A cable announcing the above 
was received by the attorney-general 
yesterday. 

It will be remembered that In the 
case mentioned Mr. Justice Clement 
held that the province had no Juris- 
diction in the matter, and he refused 
to hear the case. The question hinges 
upon whether -or nbt -In the proclama- 
tion of Governor Douglas, In which he 
declared that all the laws and Insti- 
tutlon,5 of ISngland should' hold current 
here, included the establishment of 
divorce court. 

in the event of the highe.-t tribunal 
deciding that the province lias no such 
right, all tho divorces which have l)con 
given here will be rendered null and 
of no effect. Tho provincial govern 
ment will be compelled to resort to 
Ottawa for legislation confirming 
these. 

Sir Robert Findlay will be retained 
by tho province, and, if his duties will 
permit, Hon. W. J. I3bwser, the attor- 
ney-general, wiirappe,ar also.

WILL IM PROVE SYSTEM 

Fire Wardens Have Extensive Plans 
For Improving Fire Fighting 
Systerrt < 

The £lra Wardens have been busy of 
late making -.plans for extensive ad- 
ditions to Victoria's system of fire 
tIghUng, and should tho city council 
adoj;t the suggestion of the fire war- 
dens it is more than probable that the 
existing insurance rates will be con- 
siderably reduced. The fire warden.^i, 
of which Alderman l''ii!k'rton is chair- 
man, have held two meetings and tlie 
whole topic ot an Improved fire fight- 
ing system has been thorouglily dis- 
cussed. Probably the most important 
suggestion to be made to the council 
is that pertaining to a salt water sys- 
tem within the fire limits, and this 
may be extended beyond. This sys- 
te?n of salt water mains was reco- 
mended In tho recent report submitted 
by Roljcrt Howe, municipal engineer of 
the Canadian Fire Underwrlt<!rs' As- 
sociation. Should tho council accept 
the idea there will be installed two 
large electric ptnnps, each of a ca- 
pacity of four million gallons, and 
each capable of supplying t'A-enty- 
seven ordinary hose streams. The 
water m.ains in connection with this 
system would cover tho whrilo busi- 
ness section. With such a system it 
is claimed that a pressure of 90 pounds 
coulc, be obtained at the highest point 
In the downtown section, at the cor- 
ner of Blanchard and Herald streets. 
The mains will range from eight to 
twelve inches In diameter. Tlie total 
eost of .such a system is estimated at 
SHii.OOO. 

In addition to the above tlie fii-e 
wardens will recommend to tlie coun- 
elal the necessity of e>;ependlng tibnut 
S^n.OOO on now r.pparntus for tho fire 
department and a general overhauling 
of the pl.ant. Tho fire wardens will 
ask that two new fire halls, one in tho 
•Tames Bay section and the other on 
.Douglas street, be erected, at a cost 
of $G,000 each. The recommendation 
mado last year that a motor combina- 
tion chemical and hose wagon, to car- 
ry 400 feet of ho.se and two CO-pa!lon 
tank.«, bo purchased, will again be 
urg(H]. Such an engine, carrying eight 
men, Is the most u))-to-dato piece nf 
fire-fighting apparatus and would add 
greatly to tho efficiency of the brigade. 

Tho fire wardens will meet ag.ain 
this evening, when the estimates for 
the year will bo considered and the 
petition of the members of the brigade 
tor an Increase in salaries will "also 
come up for consideration.

TRIED ^CIPES 

Valentine Cake. 
Tliis calie requires two separate 
;mixtures — No. 1, a light colored mlx- 
'ture; required: Half a pound of cas- 
tor sugar, .half a pono'fl.o^ flour, .quar- 
ter of a, poiiria of , bu£ter, quai'ter of a 
pjftt of milk; the whites --'Of 4four eggs, 
vthfe rind and juice of a lemon, one 
jteaspoonful of baiting powder. Beat 
• ; tthe butler and sugar together with a 
wooden spoon until they are soft like 
cream; tlien add half tlie flour, a 
pinch of salt, and the milk. Mix all 
thoroughly. Beat the whites to a stiff 
froth, add them liglitly, also the rest 
of the flour and the baking-powder, 
and the rind and the .1uice of the lem- 
on. Stir tlio niixturri thoroughly, and 
put it on ono .side while you make 
mixture No. 2 — darl^-colorod. Re- 
quired:. Six ounce? of brown sugar, 
six ounces of Hour, two ounces of bai- 
ter, one tca^poonful of baking powder, 
two ounces of cliocolato, tlio yolk.s of 
four eggs, one teaspoonfui of vanilla, 
quarter of a pint of milk. Cream to- 
getlier the butter and sugar, then add 
the yolks, and beat togetlier until they 
are very liglit. Next add gradually 
the flour and milk. When these aro 
mixed smoothly in, melt and add the 
chocolate, also the vanilla and baking 
l)owder. Have only a well -greased 
cake-tin, put in a l&yer of the light 
v.jnixture, then a layer of Aaxki and so 
dn until all the mixture Is used. Bake 
^it a moderate oven for about one 
hour. If the outside becomes dark 
before the Inside Is sufficiently cooked, 
lay a piece of kitchen-paper over the 
top. Turn it out of the tin, and put 
it OR a sieve to cool. ■ 

Spanish Bun. 

One cup of sugar, iialf cup of but- 
ter, half cup of milk, half cup of Hour, 
two oggs, one and a Jialt teaspoons 
.baking powder, one teaspoon allspice, 
one of cinnamon. Fro.sting for above — ■ 
White of one egg beaten with brown 
isugar, flavor with cinnamon, put In 
oven to brown. 

Pigs In a Blanket. 

Have you ever tried pips in a blan- 
ket for a cold night and witli thin 
sandwiclies made of brown or graham 
bread and ))uttcr? Allow five or .-ix 
oyKters for eacli per.'ion. Roll eocli 
oyster in a tiny l)liinj<ct of bacon cut 
thin as a walCT, and fasten this on 
wltli a tootlipick run straiglit througli. 
Mow lay yonr "ijlg.s" in (ho blazer of 
your chafing dlyh and turn tlieinovcr 
and over until the bacon i.s crisp. Si>rve 
on hot jjlatcs and watcli tliem melt 
among "oil's" und "ah's" of satisfac- 
tion. Cold siaw or green tomato pickle 
pr. plccaliili should be served with 
tbeBe;— Cbicago News. 



New Sauce for Spaghetti 
To preiiare this popular disii boil 
two ]>ouiid.s and a lialf of siiaglietti in 
two (luarts of lioiling water, to whicli 
a heaping teaspoonfui of salt, two 
tliinly sliced cloves of garlic, and halt 
a green ])epper, also sliced, luive been 
added. When tlie v/ater has begun to 
boil again, after the introduction o£ 
the spaglietti, coolt iilowly until the 
pipes liave become properly 'soft.- Then 
drain them. Put a heaping tablespoon;^ 
fui of butter in the saucepan in which 
the spaghfettl was cooked, and when 
tlie latter has drained sufficiently, re- 
turn if to this pan, and add one cup- 
ful of the Imported tomato past.e that 
can be obtained at the Italian grocers. 
Mix the ingredients thoroughly, but do 
it gently, lest you break the tender 
tubes, and when well blended cover 
with about two- thirds of your sauce, 
reserving tlie other third of the sauce 
to add just before the dish Is to go to 
the -table, accompanied by the Inevit- 
able side dish of well grated Farniesan 
cheese. 

To make this sauce — and it is the 
sauce of course that Is chiefly respon- 
sible for tlie delicious finalities that 
combine so perfectly in tlii.s jjartlcul.'ir 
recipe — one must liave tlif carcass of 
a bird that has previDu.sly been roast- 
ed witli an old-fasliioned bread-crumb 
and lierb stuffing. A turkey will do; 
a capon is bettor; even a chicken may 
be made to answer the purpose nicely, 
but the basis par excellence of a roast- 
ed duck, or the carcasses o^ a pair of 
ducks are better. 

For this reason the inventor of this 
method of cooking spagliettl never at- 
tempts to prepare it in tlie fa.shion ex- 
cept on (hose days when he may have 
the remains of the roasted ducks in 
the ice-box. WlKjn thus prepared, ho 
takes tile carcasses of the ducks, and, 
iiaving first broken them into pieces, 
he puts them, with all the stuffing 
remaining, in enough cold water to 
cover them tliorouglily, after which he 
lets them boil slowly until all the 
meat is ready to drop from the bones 
at a touch of the forjt. As the water 
bolls down he adds more from time 
to time, as it is his aim to tsee that 
about three pints of llqiild stock re- 
main after the contents 'of the sauce 
pan have been strained. 

In thn meantime. In a frying pan, he 
cool;s three or four slices of tender 
ciilf's liver wita Iwo or three slices of 
tliinly cut fat ii.-icon. When cooked 
sufficiently he chops all tlu^ llvrT 
with about one slice of the bacon, and 
this goes into (lie stock Jiisl before it 
is removcfl from (he fire. Half a lea- 
."^Ijoonful of Iliiniii kitclicn bouquet is 
I lien .-Hided, and tlic sain-e is ready to 
bo poured over tlici sriaj-'liflti.

HERE AND THEiRE 

The annual report of the Columbia 
Coast mission siiow.i what one man 
can accomplish by zeal and energy. 
The ionely lives of tlie lunibernien and 
miners who work alouB' tho sliorus of 
the Gulf of Georgia aroused the sym- 
pathy of some of tliose who were fa- 
miliar with conditions on tile coast. 
When the Kev. .lolin .Vntle propo.sed 
to obtain a boat by nieuns of which a. 
clergyman and a doctor could visit 
tlie scattcreil settlements and bring 
aid and comfort to the souls and bod- 
iso of tiiuse who were cut off from 
their fcUowmen the plan was scarce- 
ly looked upon as feasible even by 
tliosc who supported It. Yet as we 
.•5ee by the report, not only has the 
original plan been carried out but hos- 
pitals have been established, one at 
Rock Bay and another at Van Anda. 
In these hospitals, and on the Colum- 
bia, no less than 1,826 cases have 
been attended to. Many of thc-^c have 
been surgical operations which need- 
ed immodlato attention. Plans aro on 
foot for the erection, in liie near fu- 
ture, of another hospital at Alert l.Iay. 
I^low much good tho visits of llie Co- 
lumbia wltli its helpful and .sj-iiipatlie- 
tic visitors lias done to the minds and 
hearts of the dwellers in the forests 
bv the seashore will never bo known 
in this .world. IMr. Antio is asking for 
help to buy a new and more suitable 
ship for (he coast mission. This worR 
should appeal to all charitable people 
who have means to .<jpare. 

Tlie iunibermen, miners, tisliermon 
and others who work in. the little set- 
tlement up and down the coast ure do- 
ing most valuable work in opening up 
the province. Any aid or encourage- 
ment that can bo given them bv those 
who dwell in the cities should be 
cheerfully rendered. There are wom- 
en in many of these out-of-tlie-way 
settlements to whom the hospitals are 
a great boon. Mr. Antle has shown by 
the work he has done that he deserves 
the confidence and the assistance of 
the public. 

The necessity for reporting cases of 
Infectious and contagious diseases to 
the health authorities is one that is 
not always realized. Many mothers 
feel that they can take care, of a child 
who Is suffering from ev6» a very se- 
vere sore throat quite aM well aa a 
nurse and very often a doctor Is not 
called in. In this way diphtheria may 
break out in a family without any 
one's recognizing it. It may be that 
the sick child will get well and that 
no serious consequences will folimv. 
On the otiier hand, the other children 
may contract the disease and it may 
spread rapidly. 

If, in tlie first instance, tho health 
officer had been called in he could 
have seen that proper precautions were 
taken to jirevcnt the .spread of the 
disoasr. 'Whllo it is quite t''ti« that in 
many cases tho mother i.s the best 
mn-so for a sicli child and that the 
proper precautions as to isoliition can 
be taken in the home, it is undeniable 
that where the family Is large, and 
the house small, it is almost inipo.s- 
sihje to keep children apart, or to be 
sure that the sick child get." the best 
attention. 

The practice of sending children to 
school from a house where there are 
c.-ises of ccnitagious dise:iso is luexcu.s- 
ablo and for the safety of the com- 
munity the houseliolder who allows 
this to be done, without the full con- 
sent of tho health officer, should be 
punished. 

The honest str,T.!ghtforward -way is 
(he wise one. A-s .jooii as there aro 
syuiptoms of a contagious dl.sease a 
doctor should be called in and if tlie 
su.spicions are verified the house 
should be isolated. This is often a 
cause of considerable inconvenience 
and expen.^e to the other members of 
the family but this is one of the con- 
sequences of living In a city that must 
be borne. ..In some cases, perhaps in 
all, the city should repay any loss 
that la occasioned by measures taken 
for the safety of the whole commun- 
ity. 

The feeling against sending children 
to the isolation hospital, while it is a 

ve'ry natural one is not always wise. 
The nurses at the hospital have every 
appliance iirul convenience for treat- 
ing the little patients. Tlie.y have 
time to devote to tlien-i and their train- 
ing fits them for the work. Children 
wiio h.ave spent a period in the hos- 
pital are uniform in tho rejiorts of the 
kindness with which they li.'ivo been 
treated. TIk^ little convalosconl .s have 
sninetlmes sul'.'ered from loneliness, 
l)\it perhaps not more than (hey would 
have done at home. Tho responsilillit.v 
of causing the spread of an epidemic, 
of diphtheria, scarlet fever or even 
measles Is an exceedingly grave one. 



Such an epidemic noVer runs its course 
without leaving .'; behind - it vacant 
placed and -vs4d -memories. T.be grief 
and sorrow Vl'Hitih^ '6a,n -b©- caused by 
one careleiss or conscienceless riiothor 
Is Incalculable. 

It Is hoped that in the present ease 
there is little need of warning, but 
watchfulness can do no harm and may 
do much good. ' '

The annual meetinj of the Victoria 
Cricket club was hold last night In the 
Ijarlow of the Driard hotel and a large 
number of mombora of the cIuTd were 
present.

Many think tiiat it was a ml.«'tako 
to abolish the entrance fee since it 
did not scrvi2 its object, nacuely, of 
bringing a, bigger membership and 
making the club financially stronger.

ISx-C'hampion James J. Corbett 
talked most entertainingly last night, 
discussing the great bo.x;ers of the past 
and present, says the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. Dozens of questions -were sub- 
mitted to him and ho had a. clever 
an.iwer for all. Tho most interesting 
statement made by Corbett was -in re- 
gard to Jim Jeffries, the tetlred heavy- 
weight, who left the rlng undefeated. 

"Say, boys," said Corbett, opening up 
his line of talk on big Jeff, "do you 
know what made Jim Jeffries the 
greatest fighter that ever lived?" No 
one had ever got wise to this Impor- 
tant question, and, of course no an- 
swer was volunteered. 

"Well, I'll tell you," said Jim, set- 
tling down in his chair, while his li.s- 
tencrs waited with bated breath t.> 
learn the great secret. "Jeffries, in the 
first place, was the biggest man that 
ever wore the title, but his one advan- 
tage was that left hand with whlph he 
has won so many battles. Tqu see, 
Jeff was naturally a left-handed man. 
He did everything with his south paw 
that we do with our right hand. This 
gave him such a hunch on all other 
heavy-vvf'.ghta that they never could 
defeat lilm." 

"What appeared to be tlio most 
difficult part of Jeff's anatomy to get 
toV" some one asked. "That Ques- 
tion is easily answered," replied Cor- 
bett. "Jeffries was just like a stone 
wall. You could hit him everywhere 
and atiU not hurt him. He was so big 
and awkwardly clever that it was im- 
possible to make any headway in 
wearing him down to a point whore 
you might have a ehance to put over 
the knock-out blow. I always consid- 
ered Jeff the 'Terrible Turk' of the 
prize ring. He was so much bigger 
than all the others who fought him 
that his opponents wero so much out- 
classed in size that tiicy lost heart. 
Outside of Jeffries Bob Fltzsimmons 
was tho best heavy-weight I over met. 
Peter Jackson was also a grand boxer, 
and I think this pair stood alone in 
tho class of heavy-weights of natural 
size. 

"Fitz was a wonderful fighter for 
his weight and inches. He was a two- 
handed boxer, with all the finer points 
of the game at bis finger ends, and 
that famous shift of his had us all 
guessing. Two of the most soientific 
I know of are Tommy Eyan and Joe 
Gans. They are master mechanics on 
a job, and what they don't know about' 
fighting isn't v/orth learning. . I al- 
ways did say Terry McGovern was tho 
best featherweight I cvor'^ sa\v-. ■ Ho 
iyas a real fighting machine and he 
whipped his men while his opponents 
were thinking of wliat to do. Mc- 
Govern fou.ght so many good men and 
Whipped them so handily that tho pub- 
lic to this day does not fully realize 
what this boy did when he was cham- 
pion. Terry's best fighting weight 
was 120 pounds. At 128 pounds Young 
Corbett was the best in the business. 

"I do not think we will ever see Kid 
Lavlgne's equal as a lightweight. He 
was a fighter pure and simple and 
none of the present day lightweights 
has reached anywhere near the stand- 
ard set by the Saginaw Kd. Joe Wal- 
cott, like Peter .Tackson, la undoubted- 
ly one of the most wonderful colored 
fighters that ever put on a glove. I 
fought Jackson and would fight him 
again if I was champion, and Peter 
was still oh earth. I never could agree 
I with tlio fighters who claim the right 
to draw the color line. Black and 
whiters are on an equal when they go 
in tho ring. Bojtors Who pretend to be 
afraid of getting in bad society for 
fighting a man of another color arc not 
made of the right stuff. What has a 
fighter to lose socially? They are all 
put in the same class by tho public, 
and tho man who proves himself tho 
best of the lot is called champion, and 
It makes no difference whtit the cojor 
of his onponents may be, just as lojig 
as the sports look witli favor on tho 
match, in other words, it is better to 
v/Iiip one negro boxer of cahmpionslilp 
caliber than a dozen white men whom 
the public does not look upon .as 
worthy of attention. 

"I think Tommy Burns has m.adc a 
mistake in taking on a lot of dubs and 
then demanding that the people of tho 
United States receive him as a cham- 
pion. Here Is a .splendid example of 
a) figliter trying to make himself a 
rin.g idol without the support of the 
rlglit clement in the siiorting world. 
Tlic scrappcn- who will bn hailed ns 
cbiinipion of the world will be tho fel- 
lovr who .puts up his money and fights 
every man that dares dispute his 
claim to tlie title. Tlu; public makes 
tho champions. One mi.ght argue tkiy 
and night to the contrary, but I have 
never known of an instance wliere ti e 
claims of a fighter oversliadowcd (he 
opinion of tho public. Tommy Burns 
may think ho Is the real tiling nndi 
can map out an easy way to the top 
of tho pugilistic ladder of fame, but 
»vvhen .he gets a couple of rude shocks 
then ho win realize that he has fooled 
no one hut himself, and -the ■ people 
vvill flock to the side of some other 
ring hero, while Burns will have to 
take a back seat."

The secretary of state for war at- 
tended a meeting of tho Scottish Lib- 
eral Social Council, held In St. An- 
drew's hall, Glasgow, undor the presi- 
dency of Lady Helen Munro Ferguson, 
3ays the London Times. 

Mr. Haldno said that tho Women's 
Liberal Social Council had brought In- 
to their political life an element which 
was new and yet whlcli was needed; 
they had supplied a permeating influ- 
ence which could not have been ob- 
tained In any other fashion The great 
argument he thought tho only real and 
tangible argument, used against the 
grant of the vote of women was that 
there was a great gulf fixed by society, 
by laws, by nature, and In-.every other 
way, between man and woman. Of that 
argiiment It might be observed that Its 
strength wpula ^be. yeryvgreat were It 
not that the practlcit oC- this . and. bthet 
nations was busy obliterating It. Me 
did not merely refer to the fact that 
women were becoming much more like 
men than they -were tlaughter), that 
they had the same sort of learning, 
that they smoked cigarettes, and that 
they rode With what was called tlie 
divided skirt (laughter); he was not 
tallclng of these idiosyncrasies, ho was 
talking of the fact that every year was 
seeing more and more the avenues of 
life opened to women. Thoy wero coin- 
ing into ]jrofeasIons. There would al- 
ways be sot by nature a gulf between 
man and woman; but it was not a 
gulf so wide that tlicy were prevented 
from shaking political hands over It, 
at all events; and the very existence 
of the organization he was now ad- 
di'csslng showed that ho was 
right in so thinking. Therefore this 
argument of the differences which na- 
ture had set between men and women 
was an argument refuted by the pro- 
ceedlnigs of society on a larger scale. 
Wo were advancing nearer year by 
year to a state of things In which It 
would bo Impossible to withhold the 
suffrage from women, and his opinion 
was that the time was coming very 
close when that would be recognized. 
But the step was one so large and so 
extensive that it was not one that 
could be taken unless the voice of the 
nation demanded it. He did not say 
the voice of everybody — they would 
never get that — but they must obtain 
a large preponderance of voices. He 
thought they wore clearly on the way 
to obtain that. The ti-nc would have 
come when there was .a manifestation 
of public opinion not tipon the suff- 
rage alone, but upon that as one item 
of a programme. This was an opin- 
ion he had held for many years, and 
ho did not hold it le.?s strongly today 
than formerly. Why should it be sug- 
gested that he held that view less 
strongly'.' Well, nobody liked to be 
bullied, even man; and there was a 
feeling abroad that, If he liad not been 
bullied, there had been an effort to 
henpeck him. (Laughter.) Men did 
not like, aftpr all, to haye tlielr meet- 
ings brokenj up; thpy did not like to 
have pinpricks at every turn. Men 
were likely .under such tactics to get 
into a sullen resistance mood, arid he 
was afraid some not very tactful wo- 
men were at this moment making 
things very difficult. The women 
themselves said they wanted to bring 
their case forward and to advertise it; 
well, that wa.s auite right, but tliere 
wero different ways of doing things. 
They might wage war, but his advice 
was, "Do not do it with bodkins, you 
will only irritate iieojile and provoke 
them." lie could not lu-ing himself to 
believe that this movement, so far as 
it took the form of breaking up meet- 
ings, was really doing tho cause any 
igood. He noticed tiiat in the house 
of commons they could not get women 
suffrage discussed. This house was 
returned strongly In favor of It, but 
members were so irritated that they 
talked out every proposal lo bring the 
subject up. Causes did not progres.^ 
in proportion to the violence of the 
argument, but rather in proportiim to 
tho volume of weight of the argument. 
Parliament only last year passed with- 
out trcubh^ an Act gi\'lng to women an 
enormously greater share in public 
life, but this parliament would not list- 
en lo proposals for woman suffrage be- 
cause it had been badly treated. He 
had reminded his audience of those 
things so that they might not think 
that there was any slackness In con- 
viction because certain people had 
been foolish. The cause of woman 
suffrage he believed to be a cause 
which in the end was safe, and ho had 
spoken of It on that occasion because 
It was always possible to refer to it In 
an audience which received such re- 
marks quietly. (Cheers.) 

In the evening Mr. Haldanc attended 
a Liberal demonstration at Rutherglcn. 
In the course of his .speech he said 
they had recently had distinguisiied 
opposition statesmen in Scotland, and 
ho had observed one feature which was 
distinctive of their speeches — they did 
not speak of tlielr own policy. Tariff 
reform occupied ,a somewhat secon- 
dary place, but the shortcomings of 
the government. Its sins, Its iniquities, 
that was the theme on which tliey 
wore n(!ver tired of delivering them- 
selves, lie was not goln.g to speak of 
the oiiposition that night except inci- 
dentally; what they ought to talk 
about was the work of the gnvern- 
mont now and in the future. ("No," 
shouted a woman In tlie audionee, 
"Votes for Women.") The right lion, 
gentlemtin took no notif'e of the inter- 
ruption, but as ho was prciccodiiig 
to recall simie features of the last 
general oloctioii tho same woman ex- 
Chilnied. "At the gonoral election you 
gave us a promise and did not keep It." 
Tho disturber ivas cautioned' by the 
steward.s, and Mr. Hnldane said that 
It there was any Interruption -It: would 
be Impossible for him to continue to 
'Speak; therefoi'o either ,he oft' tho In- 
terrupter must leave (the building; The 
woman gavff further indication of 'stop- 
ping the oj'derly progress ol! the meet- 
ing, and she. was ejected amidst cheers.

Arrival of Steam Schooner 
Aided Master to Mal<e 
J Bargain for Salvage 



The Norwegian steamer Transit, 
under charter to the British Coast 

Steamship company, reached Esqui- 
inalt yesterday morning from Coos 
bay, Oregon, where the steamer wus 
towed In distress by the bar tug Col- 
umbia after losing hor tail shaft and 
propeller when bound here from Guay- 
mas, Mexico. Kcpairs were effected 
by the steamer's eiiglneers, who, with 
dlfllculty, fitted a spare tail shaft and 
propeller which served for the re- 
mainder of the trip here. The TrantMc 
had good weather and an uneventful 
passage from Guaymaa ulitil about 
twelve miles west northwest of Coos 
bay, on January 2G, when the engines 
began to race suddenly, and the 
steamer shivered from end to end as 
though shaken by a marine disturb- 
ance. Capt. Danielsen, who was in 
his cabin reading a newspaper, drop- 
lied It hurriedly and ran out to meet 
the chief engineer, who informed liim 
.. vthat the tail shaft had broken at the 
f^tb'ushlng and fallen away in ninety 
•'Jfathonjs; of ;. water, leaving tho freight- 
er helpless sis a log In the long swell. 

Ca.pt. Danielsen put up his Norweg- 
ian, ensign,, reversed, and niade other 
distress^s'lgnals;' and, ; fortunately, was 
not long derelict. The bar tug Colum- 
■"'.bla was ' seen some'- distance away 
inaking seaward with a lumber 
schooner being towed out over the 
Coos bay bar witli cargo for San 
. Francisco, and the 'captain, of the bar 
tug', after 'some time, noticed the dis- 
tress signals made by the Transit, 
which was blowing her whistles and 
making every effort to attract atten- 
tion. About the same time tho steam 
schooner Tamalpals was seen, and her 
ma;iter also sighted the distress sig- 
nals of the Transit. 

Capt. Anderson, of the Tanialpais, 
offered assistance, but his price proved 
too high. I-Icr master dsked $C,000 as 
the ijrlce of the salvage, and if the bar 
tug Columbia had not been in sight, 
and other smoke apparent near the 
liorizon, it is probable that he would 
have earned that amount by taking tlic 
Transit v,\ tou'. The sea was not rough 
and Capt. Daniel.sen put out a boat 
which went to tho Tamalpaid and later 
to the tuK and brought the uiaster.s of 
both vessels on board. In Capt. Dan 
iolsen's cabin they bai'gainod, and 1 
was finally decided that tho Transit 
was to pay $1,000 for being towed to a 
safe anchorage in Coos bay. 

The Columbia then passed a lino on 
board the Transit and towed her to 
the place agreed upon. The bar was 
breaking heavily, however, and it was 
decided to remain outside until morn- 
ing, when ihe Transit was taken to 
Marshfield and anchored. 

While well sheltered, there is a 
steady swell In the harbor there, and 
the repairs were effected with dilli- 
culty. The water ballast was shifted, 
bunker coal trimmed forward, ^and 
everything m oved. to, tbe forward part 
of the steamer, so that the stern could 
,/;bp brought well out of water to allow 
; Sbf ' the spare propeller and . tall shaft

Cruelty Resultlrtg ■ Fr,om Superstition. 

In the year 1790, or thereabouts— 
tho authorities differ as to the ex ict 
date — there lived in Illinois an African 
slave named Moreau. He is said to 
have been a peculiar fellow and was 
used as a sort of bogle man to frighten 
the children. All sorts of weird stories 
were related concerning him and his 
acquaintance with the black art. Tho 
older people in the vicinity of Cahokia 
finally began to repeat some of the 
sayings of the children and gra'dually 
tho belief was established that ho w.as 
possessed of ■ a wonderful and secret 
power which he used to the disconi- 
fiture of tho law-abiding.- t As : the 
strange stories multiplied he was ac- 
credited with occult abilities,, and one 
day he was charged with, murder. It 
was .asserted. by:,witnesses.\yhoso repu- 
tatloh'tfiifoiV'-aaiiltjc-an^itt^^^ then 
undlsputed:vth'at' More'au';was powerful 
in devilish ' Incantations. . It was fur- 
ther asserted- that he. had admitted 
that through the use ot his power ho 
'had poisoned his mastei-, but that hia 
mistress had proven too powerful for 
his necromancy." When this statement 
wus made public it was accepted as 
indisputable. Tho negro was arrested 
clinvged with murder, and rushed to 
trial. The jury found aim guilty im- 
mediately, and he was hanged to a 
tree a short distance from the scone 
of his imaginary crime. He had little 
or no cliancc to defend himself for the 
laws wero most imperfectly admlni.^- 
tered in tliosi; da.vs. 

The hanging of Moreau, instead ot 
calming the neigliborliood, apjjcared to 
inflame the settlers still more. They 
iip])ointed investigating committees 
and searched far and near for blacks 
alleged to possess supernatural jjovver. 
Ignorantly Inspired bv a Sast rooted 
ijellef ln the direct power of diabolism, 
some of the Investigators .located an- 
other negro victim. They whipped tho 
poor fellow until he admitted that he 
was a master of incantation, and then, 
after his confession, tiirned him loose 
in the public atreet of Cahokia and 
shot him to death as ho ran for shel- 
ter. There was not even the semblance 
of a trial in his ca.5e, and yet no ono 
even suggested that his murderers be 
lirought to justice. Their act had been 
in accord with the sentiment of the 
time and place, and thoy were regard- 
ed as heroes bent upon ridding the vil- 
lage of must dangerous enemies. 

In the same vicinity was an old ne- 
gresK, named Janette, commonly re- 
puted to possess a supernatural power 
of destroying life and jiroperty by tho 
mere potency of her incantations. She 
was a strange appearing negress and 
inspired such terror by her very ap- 
pearance tliat adults as well as child- 
ren would flee at her approach. An 
atenipt to have her hanged as a witch 
was made by some of the leading citi- 
zens, but her master Intervened in her 
liehalf and managed to save-her life, 
.nlthough she was required to leave the 
place with tbe admonition that a re- 
turn meant instant- death without fur- 
ther Investigation or preliminary. - 

Water $1,000 an Inch. 

Water, rather than bread, is the staff 
of life. And in California, water is 
scarce. Practically every iheh.'bf avail-; 
able water Is used.' One miner's 'inch 
of water will irrigate a^flycacre 
orange grove. 'With" a normal crop 
this ' grove will yield five carlbads of 
fruit, or 1,650 boxes, worth $3 a box 
in the eastern markets. Thus every 
incli- of water is an .essential factor in 
puttin'g pVer 54)000 into circulation an- 
^iually*';-'The- atverage rental value of 
wktsr for citrus crops is about $10 per 
acre per annum. One proof of the 
scarcity of water in Southern CaliCor- 
nia is tliis liigii rental and sale value. 

Another e\-idence is the compara- 
tively sni:ill amount of irrigiiile land 
under cu Itivat ii5n. t^old iigures -.-liow 
tiiat only one acre nut of over.v six 
and i.uie-hair is supplied with v.-atcr 
and under eultivation. The li\-c and a 
half, or eighty-four ]\<.-v cent, of the 
tot,-il irrigalile area, Is practically de- 
sert, and will remain so until the res- 
toration of the fiu-cst cover on the ad- 
jaC(nit moimlains, or the construction 
of large .-toragc reservoirs at distant 
points increases the water c;ui)ply. This 
land when Irrigated is worth as high 
as $2,000 an acre; without water it 
has only a prospective value, bused on 
a gamble that water will be available 
some time. The local water* resources 
are wholly inadequate, and the fttture 
depends mainly on this factor. 

At the present tlma the' mountains 
near the agricultural valleys 'supply 
most of the' irrigation and domestic 
water. These picturesque mountains, 
with the moisture which they con- 
aeiwe, are the support of the citrus in- 
dustry -and other crops. The moun- 
tains furnish water during tho dry 
season because they conserve in the 
form of snow and Ice that which talis 
during the winter.

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INTEREST EXCITED 
IN RECOMMENDATIONS 

Views of .the Delegation of 
; iTimbermen who Interviewed 
the Government 



.■;,i-i-j^he views expressed bj- the delega- 
:.itlon of tinibcrmen which waited upon 
;v,tho (Sovernmont this week have excited 
S;^i,COnslderablc interest throughout the 
fi.provlnce. 

-^iThe delegation was one oC the 
largest that has- eve;: waited iii)on the 
> gbvernment and repi-esentcd interests 
which' had 'Invested htige sums and 
are the source of ; the larger portion 
i, o£ji the . annual revenue of the province. 

-A H. B. Macgowari, Intro- 
,).;. duced the delegation. He stated it 
i « had been his pleas.uro' to Introduce 
fes the delegation from the lumbermen 
iiy? which waited on the government last 
year. This representation was ;the 
most important and Influential one 
which had ever visited the city and 
ho felt distinctly honored in introduc- 
ing it. It included a lot of men built 
on broad lines, physically and oqunlly 
po mentally and ho felt sure their 
Nvlahes would be given every atten- 
tion. They represented an immense in - 
'i;, dustry and a large amount of capital. 
' He would call on Mr. Heaps, the 
chairman. 

B. H. Houp.'i, cliairnian, briefly 
Elated that they liiul made arrango- 
nients for the different .speakers ro- 
iwes'entlng the various associations' 
as they would of cour.se bo limited as 
tp time. He would first of all call on 
Dr. Clark, Secretary of the B. C. 
Timber & Forestry Chamber of Com- 
merce, who would speak from a tech- 
n|igal „ standpoint. Understanding 
ttproughly forestry problems, his ad- 
dress would be of special interest. 
' ?r)r. Q\^Tk, on rising, stated that he 
had prepared a feW: notes on the mat- 
■ t^r before them wHlch he handed in 
' for„Sjjthe information of the dlffeernt 
►n'eihb'ers .'of ' tli'e" executive ' together 
; with an 'outline of the i-esolutlons ro'- 
., presented. . The gov^ernment were 
.>■•:: commonly" supposed to be specialists 
In all 'lines. Their business was to 
make laws for all the industries of 
the province, and )n so doing to gath- 
er together all the expert and prac- 
tical knowledge available, and ho did 
not think- therefore there was any 
apology needed for them in offering 
suggestions along the lines of the ob- 
ject of their present visit. The tim- 
ber Industry and Its welfare was their 
life work and their sole Idea was the 
presentation of their ideas and sug- 
gestions in regard to the present 
timber legislation as appeared in 
their Judgment tho most practicable 
and sound. 

The first point on the memo sub- 
mitted was the question of title. This 
naturally divided itself into the mat- 
tor of tenure, tho matter of taxation, 
and the matter of royalties. It was 
only within a comparative recent time 
that the present conditions of affairs 
hadrbeen met with. Previous to 1905 
when tho total amount of timber un- 
■dcr license was some one million acres 
It was not a serious matt.er to deal 
with. .Under present conditions there 
wks ^everal times as inuch! timber

] Th Present Outlook 

The present outlook is something 
like this. There arc apijro.Kimatoly 
seven million acres under license. At 
the last eatlinato it was calculated 
that there l.s approximately seven 
billion feet of timber under license In 
this province which must be cut with- 
in* the twenty-one years or tho hold- 
ier| of the licenses ■ will lose title to 
thxih- ground. What proportion of 
Ihfe foi;est resources of the province 
were "Included in that estimate ho was 
not prepared to say definitely, but it 
mfeht be taken tJiat It constitutes at 
legist one half th6' "forestry resources 
of > British Columbte," Twenty per 
cent would be sUi %Mma,te of that 
portion of the province carrying 
commercial timber .ind f.or the irest of 
the nrovlnce-the area Would be low. 
It is at any rate one of the greatest 
resources. That timber could be cut 
within twenty-ohe years or It could 
not be. If It were possible to out it 
it would mean that the milling area 
and capacity would have to be 
ciuadrupled. The transportation 
would be enormous, but supposing it 
wore possible to transport It, sup- 
|K)3lng the stupendous tusk of manu- 
facturing those great areas into lum- 
ber was accomplished it would be in 
the last degree undesirable that that 
timber should bo cut within the 
twenty-one years. It would mean 
that an enormous industry would be 
brought to extermination." It would 
be developed to an enormous extent 
for two decades and after that a stag- 
nation. 

Tho Marketing Problem, 
The speaker went on to show the 
difference In the marketing problem in 
the world'.-! centres of the different 
grades. Tlu; World newspaper Of 
Vancouver had very ably pointed out 
how very dangerous a little knowledge 
can be. It ha.a been stated . that a 
slaughter of this timber would be Im- 
IJo.ssible and tliat no niillnmn would 
|)ay two thou.saml dollars and several 
thousand dollars In tuxi-s and adopt 
such a course. This was a good lllns- 
Iratlon of correct logic from wrong 
l)r<!Mdrtes. It would be seen at a 
glance that if the jn-oduut of fiie pro\-- 
ini'c w-as uniform, as uniform a.s an 
egg laid by a single hen, Dk- pi-enilscn 
would be correct, but in tlii.s ilu.' ilit- 
ferencc lay. \Vhen the cost of pi'uduc- 
tion was such that It fell bi'luw the 
vo.lue of the niaterliil, it was easily 
s<-en that that grade would be uuniar- 
kotablo and lliat only tho higiier 
grades would be tlui.-: use-d. It had 
been stated tliat once a mill lias been 
started and camps and roads opened 
up that they could not afford to leave 
anytljlng In tho wooda. He submitted 
fchftt .nothing like all the timber was 
removed. .• Cdhaitlons, <fn this point 
were diiforettt In Ontario, jvhcre they 
had a large home. market.' The efftfct 
of a forced meatoe for the cutting of 
all thlB tlpiber would be' that the. best 
would be culled and the limits then 
thrown open with the result that the 
government would not receive proper 
revenue fron. this asset. Another 
point is that ;i large amount of low 
grade material would bo left in the 
woods, from ^^■hicll tho govoriuuent 
would receive no revemv!. as no lim- 
ber could bo taken out which did not 
l)uy a royalty, and as far ns the ndll- 
men were concerned the cost of re- 
moval. It meant a tremendous differ- 
ence to the province v.'liethcr the In- 
dustry wn.-j to bo depleted In two de- 
cades or to continue for half a cen- 
tury. They consequently laid claim 
to this e.vtonslon as a matter of

Entitled to Small EqMitJr> ' 
In two years and a day the provin- 
cial license holder will pay into the 
provincial treasury more than tho Do- 
minion license holder will pay into the 
treasury at Ottawa. He thought In 
view of this they were entitled to the 
same equity. Not only was the pi-ov- 
ince ahead, but it was ahead at the 
rate of $115 to $5 and of $1-10 to $32, 
and tliat continues with the rest of 
ihe 21 j-ear.-^. Another point which 
might be stated In connection with 
t'liis distinction Is that In this pro 
ince licenses are transferable and 
some consideration paid therefor. That 
consideration ought to be considered 
in 'the matter of equity on the same 
plane that the bonus is ]iaitl in the 
Dominion holdings. In other word 
there was a vested right, as had been 
decided by the minister of justice, and 
ho considers their position was a con- 
sequence impregnable. 

Question of Taxation. 
Tho second point was taxation, ii 
other words, license fees. Tho tend 
eiicy of taxation in tlie siiape of the 
annual tax was to hasten utilization 
He considered tlio tax of $1-10 west of 
Vale and $115 east as the highest tim- 
ber tax paid In tho woiiu. There were 
probably a few sections in Jtichigan 
and Wisconsin which paid a ti-ille 
higher than this, but with those few 
exceptions It remained tho highest In 
the world. It was not a tax of 22 
cents per acre. In his own instvince 
his company were paying at the ralo 
of $1.50 per acre. There were a dozen 
places in the United States, which 
might Jbe pointed. t6 asi examples of<the 
high taxation. In Michigan formerly 
the timber was. sold- in-^^fee simple, 
until the authorities conceived the Idea 
of making it subject to a tax. The re- 
sult was that in ITi years twelve mil- 
lion acres of tiie thiest timber lands, 
the best in the world, were ruined, all 
tho best timber culled off and the 
lands abandoned to the state. About 
three million were utilized for agricul- 
tural purposes, but the balance Is ju.-it 
waste land and remains a desolate 
waste. Tills was the result of high 
taxation. 

As « Source of Revenue. 
It waa common knoAvledge that the 
province needed a large and stable 
revenue, and he was frank to say that 
they were not there for the purpose of 
asking, for any reduction of the ta-x 
rate. It was extremely doubtful If 
the revenue could be supplied from 
any other source at tho present time, 
and they realized tlie necessity of this 
revenue. He would say that he thought 
the time was coming -when any gov- 
ernment would see that it was in the 
interests of the province at large, if 
not particularly In the interest.-j of the 
lumbermen, that the amount of the 
tax should be reduced as the revenue 
from royalty would nafurall.v increase. 
Ho felt sure that this would be taken 
up at some future time. Regardln.g 
the matter of royalty, he would ask 
permission to point out a few princi- 
ples that underlie this. Tho chief 
point to bo noted was what effect was 
it going to have <ui the economic luni- 
borlng of the timber. With a royalt.v 
of fifty cents it ha.-; been impossible to 
do anything like as much close lum- 
bering as might bo desired. 

Conditions here made it desirable 
that as much as possible of the old 
matured timber should be taken out. 
The growing of forest crops is the 
maintaining' of the land so that one can 
come back tn a stated time and reap 
another harvest of logs. If there was 
timber now which could be utilized at 
say $1.50 royalty, the question "arose 
whether it might be considered inad- 
visable to postpone tho question of al- 
lowdng it to attain a larger size as a 
certain immediate profit might be real- 
ized whereas there would be no telling 
what the royalty might be say ten 
years hence. He would not go further 
than to mention these few principles 
which if well considered would not be 
found far wrong. 

Allow Owners More Time 
Regarding question number three, 
namely, default in payment of license 
fees, it was the general principle In de 
faults of taxes that the o\vner be given 
a fair chance to recover Ms property 
In asking for this they considered their 
interests were equally to be safeguard- 
ed. It must be admitted that the sixty 
days notice was a reasonable request 
and that the ten per cent Interest was 
a proper penalty to Impose on anyone 
taking advantage of the grace. This 
was almost a necessity in the case of 
large concerns where licenses were 
coming due .and this concession was an 
urgent one. 

Suggestion No. 5 was regarding the 
mater of overlapping the licenses. This 
was simply In accord.anco with the 
business principle of paying for what 
one gets. It was a fact that at the 
present time the government was ro 
celving money for licenses covering 
the same ground. They asked that 
when the surveys were made that this 
question be given consideration. There 
was no fiuestion of refund Involved. It 
was slated on the fiict of tin; license 
that tliere would be no refund ami all 
they asl;ed was that sonic eciuitablo re- 
duction be made. 

Clause No. (! called attention to tho 
small stM'.tions left afler surveying and 
It was in Mie best inlei-ests of the in- 
dustry that the.-^e .strips .^liould be leg-- 
ged at tlic sanii' limi^ as tl]o surround- 
ing claims. '"I'his w.'is Die reasini for 
their making this re(|iiest and they 
rccommendinl tlie same to the veiy 
serious tonsideration I'f the govern- 
ment. It might be remedied in tlie 
way of siu've>-<irs lieSng iik-structed to 
include such areas in tlie limit with a 
proportionate increasg in the license 
fee, or possibly it might be h.-uulled 
by way of a permit syste:ii such a.s ob- 
tains In the province of Ontario. 

Suggestion No. 7 contained the re- 
quest that provision be made for tim 
taking up of small areas of timber for 
immediate. operation by operators. Thi.s 
point would be ampHfled by the log- 
gers delegation. The whole deputation 
considered this a ,falr proposition. 

In conclusion Dr. Clark stated that 
he had about covered what points |r> 
had In mind and ho was afraid in do- 
ing so lie liad exceeded his time limit. 
(Loud applause.) 

Replying to a query from llie pre- 
mier the doctor replied that the leason

Westerh^Ontarlo the 'views' so' loglbtilly' 
plai'cid before thom by Dr. Clark- In 
every particular. In dealing with the 
very lirst cinuse in the suggestions 
submitted to the effect that tho pres- 
ent license bo made renewable until the 
timber thereon Is logged off, he thought 
there vvould be mi doubt but that the 
government would recognize that the 
man who had invested his money in his 
claim had a vested right therein. The 
next point he would touch upon was 
the pt^iialty for neglect in reinitting li- 
cense fees. There might verj- readily 
be some neglect through some of a 
company's otHcers, thereby putting 
that particular concern to the very 
grave danger of losing the ground en- 
tirely. Regai-ding the matter of royall- 
ties from timl-.cr ho v.'ouUl like to say 
a re\\ woi-ds. The Interior mills had 
to look to the prairie provinces for 
their markets. The' world's markets 
were supplied by the salt water limber. 
In the interior the only and pructieabie 
market Is to the east. The speaker here 
explained very forcibly how the lum- 
bei-man was being forced to compete 
with the largo spruce areas of - tho 
north adjaeent to the prairies, and that 
tho situation In this regard was rapidly 
growing more acute. This phase of 
the question should be given careful 
consideration In the question of an ad- 
justment of royallties, as, 'of course, 
llie further away the location was the 
more hard It would beoonie. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr, Heaps Remarks 

Mr. E. H. Heaps said he would liave 
a few remarks to say as a practical 
lumberman. As their time was limit- 
ed he would make his remarks as 
brief as possible and would briefly re- 
view the (Several requests. Regarding 
the request in clause 1, lie deemed thid 
a yery reasonable one, principally for 
the reason that If any of these areas 
should run out they wo.uld ba prompt- 
ly taken up by other parties and the 
government vvould be deriving no more 
revenue. There would be no' reduc- 
tion in the revenue from the granting 
of this request. The condition pre- 
vailed In the Dominion licenses and in 
Ontario so that he thought this would 
be granted. Regarding clause 2 the 
same argument would apply. Tlie pres- 
ent rental was certainly as much as 
the government would expect to re- 
ceive for quite as much as the in- 
dustry could afford to pay. As re- 
marked by Mr. Cameron they had a 
serious condition to contend with In 
the Interior. Uist year there were un- 
usual demands for lumber in tho ter- 
ritories. Mill yards were being oslab- 
llshed and a large amount of lumber 
was required for them. But these 
yards have now been established and 
they could not expect in the future 
anything like a continuance of such 
orders. The fact was that the last 
year was a phenomenal one. 

The foreign market was not a verv 
large one for the British Columbia 
product. In the first instance thev 
had to comppte with tho United States 
whoso manjifacturers operated under 
far more favorable conditions than ob- 
tained here, escaping the. large freight 
rates. He considered these wore sub- 
stantial grounds for their request. 
Hegarding clause 3, he considered this 
a most reasonable request. This was 
in line with the policy adopted bv the 
Dominion with the exception that the 
riitc of Interest was only one half. 
There had been a good deal of discus- 
sion on thl.^ point and it was conclud- 
ed that there .should bo some good 
substantial penalty and they thought 
this would meet the case. With regard 
to the renewal of licenses for not less 
than twelve months tbe.v also thought 
that by granting this the government 
would not bo losing anything or mak- 
ing any sacrifice, for as b.-id been re- 
marked before, the ground vvould be 
bold l>y some one ami they would not 
be able to dispose of it to better ad- 
vantage than had alrcadv been done 
Regarding clause 4, this was more 
a matter of detail and would he of 
benefit In their keeping track of their 
licenses in having a permanent num- 
ber. This he considered would bo of 
as great an assistance to the officials 
of the department as to the lumber- 
men. 

Clause 5 was considered a very rea- 
sonable request, -although It had per- 
haps not been advocated so strongly 
by the manufacturers' association. It 
seemed very reasonable to them at the 
same time they did not see their way 
clear to push the measure Very strong- 
ly. He did not, however, consider tho 
Interests of tho government or the 
people would suffer If It were granted. 

Referring to clause 0, this was 
somewhat a '.serious ni.-itter. Thesn 
areas crop up in a praeticii wav in 
every claim that is workeil. " ITo 
thought It -vvould be an exce(MlinKly 
wiso move to make some provisloii 
covering this point whereby the gov- 
ernment would derive a revenue and 
the timber be removed. There was a 
similar provision In tho Dominion reg- 
ulations. 

Regarding clause T. it was thought 
unfair by many membi-rs of their (jr- 
ganization, especially the newer ones 
representing small mills that tboir In- 
terests should be negleeted jn f,ny 
revision of tho statute umi not only 
that but that It was verv unfair that 
loggers should be practic-iiiv put out 
of business. A lot of them had con- 
.sldered capital Invested and It seemed 
neither In the Interest of the counlrv 
or the ■government that this state of 
affairs should obtain, and on that they 
wished to obtain some provision en- 
abling these men to remain In busi- 
ness. It would bo in the Interests of 
the smaller mills and for that matter 
the larger mills as well as It wris 
qually necessary In each case that an 
adequate .supply should be available. 
Last jear they ha'd the privilege oi" 
meeting tho gm-ernment on a similar 
rniaalon; thorn was a sort of promise 
made lhat they would 'do all they 
could to tisslst the government In 
bringing in some regulations that 
vvould be more .ndequate. ft vwis com- 
mon knowledge that since that time 
conditions had changed. Now instead 
of their market having Increased It 
had decreased. At the pre.-iont time 
owing to a Inck of market for their 
output a number of nillls liad roeently 
closed down and at the present time 
there was not a suffieienl m.-irlcet for 
tho mills even running ball' time. In 
addition to Ihls they lind the further 
condition to contend with, as had lieen 
so ably presented by Mr. Caniei-on, 
nnmol.v. tho operations in tlio spruce 
holt. Their output would have to lio 
marketed and tliey would liavp to t^oni- 
pete with It. Tho result had been so- 
vernlv felt nlroad.v neeessltn ting a re- 
duction In tho common grades of .$.1 a 
thousand. It wu.s necos.'j.'j.ry oven 
though a small margin re^ 
ipatned, to make' this reduction, 



with a reduction of $2..';o on 
the higher grades. ThU spelt plainly 
a much less profitable year. On this 
account ho thought it would be good 
policy to contmue the royalty as at 
present and oven go farther than that 
land fix It for a term of years so that 
•tliey vvould be able to figure in tlie 
future,. Jt-iWas..f..ihos,tf.:^deslrable that 
theyi'shoaia'jheMbliiH'olfisuro ahead. In 
addltlorfj;tB;'allv,thib;ifaptS''''brought out 
"the';cp'8t ' of logging Was increasing and 
thiayHfiSd yearly, to back further from 
the -"water 'for their stippljr. , Labor In 
Itself' hiid'i'takeh:':£l-,*great,;;advance and 
for many other .reasohs.rCOStVjOf pro- 
duction had gi-eatly'lhoriiased, and for 
these reasons he thought they wore 
only asking what .was: fair for duo con- 
sideration of this suggestion. (Ap- 
plause.) . 

The Stunipage Dues. 
Referring again to the point brought 
up at the last meeting the speuken"', 
stated; that '75-'cents was the amount 
siiokeii of.' This , matter had beein 
taken up at tho board meeting, and 
there seemed' to be some doubt as to 
jUHt what was advanced. Ho dil not 
thlnic it was ever suggested thai SI 
or 75 cents would be a fair royan.y 
to charge this year. They did say,; 
though, that tpey vvould be willin„' to 
assist all UK-y could in bringing in 
any legislation that would not he toe 
hard on the industry. '.In explanation 
of the case he might cite the variance 
in the taxation of the ^ Industries out- 
side their own. This was not done 
Willi the idea of suggesting that they 
should be clr-iged more, but simply 
as ,a matter 61 comparison. Tii-; com- 
jiarison of the coal tax with tho lum- 
ber was very marked. It might also 
be oliserveil that In addition to the 
royalty they also bad to pay a ma- 
terial advance in taxation on tboir 
plants — in addition to municiual tax- 
ation — nothing but taxes. tLaughter.) 
Represented IVlany Mills. 
Mr. Leach, representing forty-two 
mills In the mountain district, was the 
next Kijcaker. He did not think there 
was very much more left for him to 
say as tho ground had .been covered 
so, thoroughly by previous -speakers.

Now Westminster, Feb. S. — Francis 
LeBaron, the expert engineer, who has 
been engaged by the board ol; trade to 
examine the Fraser river and the I'easi- 
■blllty of a permanent sliip channel 

■ from this port to tlie nioutli, is pre- 
paring an exiiausive report on the 

. iriatter; 3n which "he wiU give full de- 
tails tof tho plan, for the cutting of a 
ohannol In such a manner that the ac- 
tion of the water would keep It open 
continually and, it would, need taut 
slight attention. 

Mr, LeBaron will also give approxi- 
mate-figures of the estimated cost, as 
well as all other details, and It is 
expected that the' report will be pre- 
sented to tho special river improve- 
ment committee In a few days. The 
report will ahso give a programme- to 
bo followed so as to get the best re- 
sults from the work done. 

It is the intention of tlic conimittoo 
to lay the entire report before tho 
department of marine at Ottawa, and 
aslc that appropriations bo made for 
the worli, and that the scheme be 
carried out in its entirot.v as soon as 
possible. Mayor Keary has already 
been appointed a delegate to go oast 
with the report and lay the subject 
before the go\'erninent at the .same 
time urging on the ministers the ab- 
solute need of tho work. 

Mr. liOBaron made an expert Inspec- 
tion of the city waterworks system 
j'cstorday from the intake at Lake 
Coquitlam to the reservoir, and aloo 
of the city system. He was accom- 
panied by Superintendent Stott and 
Patrolman Ankers. A report wlH bo 
presented to the council within a few 
days. 

The dredge King Edward- is now en- 
gaged in cutting a channel along tho 
waterfront from the lower Canadian 
Pacific railway docks to the Royal 
City mills, and tlie sand and silt taken 
out is being deposited on the low-ly- 
ing lots ill tho west end of the ci',ty, 
thus reclaiming them completely. 

T?io work is proving the mo.3t satis- 
factory of the kind yet done by the 
dredge, as it is accomplishing a three- 
I'old purpose. A splendid channel is 
being cut along the waterfront, valu- 
able city lots are being reclaimed and 
made much better for building pur- 
poses, and the third good that is being 
accomplished is the elimination of tho 
swampy ground whicli has alway.s been 
a menace to public health. The dredge 
will be engaged for several weeks on 
the work. 



In addition io the abqve llgures the 
cstunate.? for ■ the scavenging depart- 
ment, which is now Under the dlrec 
tion of tho board of works, • were 
presented. The gross expenditure in 
this Held was noted at $37,880, of 
which ?;;{3,SS0 must bo provided from 
revenue.

The aggregate demands of the works 
department, which will come before 
the estimates, is $290,759.

BLOCI^S FOR' PAVEMENTS 



Vancouver Aldermen Decide to Discard 
Carbollnoum for Treatment 
With Tar 



Vancouver, Feb. 5. — The city engi- 
neer's report contained tho following 
paragraph: 

"As there has been considerable con- 
troversy with reference to tho ques- 
tion of perinittlng the use of Sapwood 
in the construction of wood block 
pavements in this city, I deem it ad- 
visable to lay the matter before your 
committee, so that it can be discuss- 
ed before advertising for tenders for 
work of this class. The blocks used 
during the past few years have been 
treated by being dipped in a solutiou 
known as Carboiineum, and tho manu- 
facturers' of this preservative luivo 
been guaranteeing tliat it will keep tho 
blocks free from rot for a period oi 
ten j'ears. They claim that it will 
preserve sapwood, as well as sound 
timber, and have strenuously protest- 
ed against tlie culling of sappy blocks. 
The pavements constructed with car- 
boiineum treated blocks have not been 
down a sufficient lengtli of time to 
test the validity of this contention, 
but I have grave doubts regarding its 
soundness. However, X must draw to 
your attention that the excluding of 
sapwood niay increase the cost of the 
work." 

Aid. Jlorton and Macmillan declar- 
ed that the carboiineum treatment was 
of no avail, and simply involved tho 
city in useless expense. It was decid- 
ed that hereafter the use of carboiine- 
um blocks should be dispensed with, 
and that tar treated blOoka should bo 
used. The question, of the. relative 
\'alues of cedar and fir wai discussed, 
and the engineer 'wUl report later on 
the matter.

Reports of Railway Earnings 
Depressing Factor in the : 
' IVIarlcet 



,0 New York, Fob. 5. — Todaj^'s market 
■ gave early evidence that the demand 
for Htocks had come practically to a 
standstill. Such a market ' tends to 
gjvo, way trom Inanimation, . and the 
drop of prices early in the day was 
evidently of this nature. 

The belief In supporting forces has 
intimklated the bears till the resump- 
tion of their activities today. Ameri- 
can Smelting- was a centre: of attack, 
and its decline was inilucnliai in 
undermining the wliolc market. Tlio 
professed motive of tlie aclliiig of tlie 
stock was the formation of plans for 
competition in business by allied in- 
terests' In the metal mining industry. 
Detailed reports of tliose plans made 
up an item of the day's news in clr- 
culation In Wall street. 
.Ther.o waa nothing in the news of 
-i the day to ' constitute an effective stay 
li- for ..values, and. several items were 
'■ construed as positive factors of de- 
jpresslon. Such was the report of rtie 
discharge of 10,000 men by the Bald- 
'■Wln Locomotive Worijs. Railroad 
■equipment industrials, as a group, 
naturally showed the effect of tills re- 
port. 

Additional reports of net earnings 
for December showing decreases wore: 
Southern Pacific, 21 per cent.; Union 
Pacific, 10 per cent; Norfolk & West- 
ern, 42 per cent.; Lehigh Vallcj', 32 
per cent. Ifor the six months ending 
December 31, Louisville & Nashville 
reports a decrease of 28 per cent., 
compared with the previous year.

iVIR. ROCKEFELLER'S BONDS 

Loaned to National Bank of North Am- 
erica and Tied Up in Its 
Suspension 



New York, T^ob. 4.— It was learned 
today that J. D. Rocljefellor, just prior 
to the panic in Ootoljor, )oa,wed $100,- 
000 in bonds to the National Banlc of 
North America, which suspended last 
wool;, and that his attorneys are now 
seeking to recover the sum. The 
amount was pledged with the Wash- 
ington autliorities again.jt public de- 
posits, and as .soon as tlio bank closod 
its doors, iUr. Rockefeller's counsel 
opened negotiations with tlie receiver 
to regain tlie stock. This is tlio fir.st 
recorded in.-itanco where an Important 
liank has failed while holding bonds 
of wealthy men pledged a.s security for 
deposits.

Montreal, Feb. 4.--;;An .enquiry at tlio 
banl<s here, as iittW at at the other llnan- 
cial institutions, elicits the important 
Information tiiat no less than $100,000,- 
000 of new money will have found Us 
wav into the Dominion by the end of 
tli(>' presrnt year, all of wnleh being the 
dlrpct result of tlie comUry's rapid yet 
legitimate devoliiinnont. Tills enormous 
aiiioniit wlilcli will be spent in the sev- 
I'l-al provinces of the confeacratlon dur- 
ing tlie year IIUIS. is exclusive of the 
proceeds of (,'raiii, lumber, pulp and 
other commodities of export. 

Going into the matter in detail, it is 
estimated tlial the Canadian Paeilic will 
probably bring in from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 as a result of the new stock 
issue and the sale of other debentures. 
Then there Is the Grand Trunk Paeilic, 
whose expenditun! cannot but be- very 
largo duriii;; i:Hi,S. In fact, the stati- 
menl was made yesterday that aftiM- a 
very careful calculation, that well on lo 
$20,000,000 will be bi-ought into Caiia la 
to the credit of that company during 
the present year. It Is also believed that 
the Canadian Northern will lie a very 
largo spender during tli<: coming siiin- 
iner, and the Ktatement is made that 
tile $2,500,000 obtained a few weeks ago 
by William Mackenzie, either In London 
or Paris, will be increased to around 
$10,000,000 before the completion of the 
C. N. R.'s enterpHses for the present 
year, 

Qovernment to Borro-w Money 

It is likewise known that the govern- 
ment of the Dominion will be a very 
largo borrower at different periods dur- 
ing 190S, and those who are eonsiilered 
v,-ell versed in the linanclal situation de- 
clare that the very heavy payments 
that will/ have to be nuidc on account 
of the transcontinental railw:iy, the 
amount to bo obtained abroad liy tlm 
Finance iVllnister of the Dominion, -^vill 
not he very mueli under $20,000,0Oi). 
Then It is iiuite probable that till! .splen- 
did advancement and healthy develop- 
ment of the towns ami cities ot Can- 
ada, including the reiiiiiremeiits of Jlonl- 
real, Winnipeg and several other grow- 
ing Weslern communities, will neces- 
sitate the borrowing of from eiglit to 
ten millions for their use. 

Tlie street railways of the chief cen- 
tres will also require a good deal of 
money, and, in fact, a large amount Is 
already authoilzc-d ir. ^Montreal and else- 
where, so the calculation Is made tliat 
from two to three millions will be want- 
ed at least on this particular account. 
.\s for the mlsci: llaneous expenditure 
tnrougnout tne uomiuion tor which 
largo suiiLS of money have to be bor- 
rowed, it is always more dltllcult to cal- 
culate than when it refers to well 
known enterprises; but it is generallv 
believed that the sum Of $12,000,000 Is 
a con.serviitlvo estimate' of the amount 
of money to be brought in on miscellan- 
eous account. 

Total Hnhared Million* 

The sum total of all this v,-ill give the 
splendid llgure of $100,000,000, and the 
most satisfactory, feature is, in fact, that 
almost every dollar of tlifs money will 
go into development, and will bring 
about an earning power of considerable 
nuignitude from the very start, or near- 
ly so. The expenditure at least of all 
these millions brought m by tlio differ- 
ent railways, moans so much more pro- 
ducing power added to the already line 
caiiacity of Western Canada, and wln n 
this operation adds so materially to the 
value of everything in sight, it will be 
seen at once how coniparativoly small 
the interest account, oven on $100,000- 
000, will appear at the end of the year's 
expend itu re. 

Canadian bankers consider, thei-efore, 
that tliore is no reason wh>- the Do- 
minion should lie vt-ry much inllu- 
eneed by any depression that may lav 
hold of the l.tnited States in the near 
or distant future. There are absolute- 
ly no more free lands in llial country, 
with the result that the Imnugration to 
the .Vniericaii republic remains, to a very 
large extent, around tln^ir large cities 
and accounting for the army of unem- 
ployed now desrribed In the newspapers. 

In Canada, the thousands of new- 
comers are spread over the West, and 
whether engageil in the wheat Uelils of 
Manitoba, Alherta and Saskatehewan. or 
in the mines and forests of liiltisli Col- 
umbia, thev become iinmedinle pro- 
ducers, and conseiiuently contribute to 
the rapidly growing wealtii of the 
country. In a word, the flnaHctal men 
do not tliink the country is going too 
rapidly, even it slie does secure a round 
hundred million dollars annually to as- 
sist lier in the development of her un- 
rivalled resources.

This marke'd an increase of 
10 per cent, in nuniljei- and of :;i per 
cent, in liabilities as coniiiared with 
11)06, anil the peroeiilage of asselu to

50.6 per cent, in 1000, and aeenunted 
for 60.6 per cent, of the lliihlliiien a.s 
against B3.9 per cent, in the pre<-edin.4

Aiid by' this action there 
has been undoubtedly expressed the 
unanimous sentiment of tlie community 
In regard to the need of the increased 
facilities mentioned. I3ut is this formal 
registration of opinion With the govern- 
ni(!nt at Ottawa sufficient In view of 
the supreiiie Importance of the <5asc? In 
my humble Judgment It is not. We 
ouglit not to be content on this occasion 
to sit bacic .-.md await tlie arrival of a 
letter from Ottawa in' due course con- 
taining the information tliat "your 
recommendations will receive the earn- 
est consideration of tli:! government. 
What we ought to do, in my opinion, is 
to send a strong deputation down to 
the Federal capital to lay the whole ease 
before the ministers buttressed with all 
the necessary data and emphatic rcBO- 
lutions passed by the citiiiens of Vic- 
toria in public meeting assembled. Per- 
haps, as WO are ail of one mind as to 
the necessity of the .enlarged dock a pub- 
lic meeting would not be iteeeseary, but 
that is neither here nor there at the, 
present moment. Wliat wp want to do, 
vulgarly srieaking, is sometlilng we have 
never done yet as a community in a 
matter of this kind — to get a move on. 
It might, of course, give them a shock 
at Ottawa to find that 'Victoria was at 
last awakening from its long sleep, but 
let us take chances on that and show 
for once tii.it we are minded to speak 
up and let the government know that 
we want something and that we are 
going to have it if aggressive .and 
united action is still a factor In the ac- 
complishment of public enterprises.

Goat Mountain Park. 

Sir — In view of the great number of 
sportsmen who are seeking guides and 
outfits for the purpose of hunting in 
the Coat Moui.taln Park game Preserve 
that has been proposed by J. M. Phillips 
and myself, 1 feel it my duty to once 
more call the attention of the people of 
British Columbia to this subject. Dur- 
ing the, past eighteen months, at least 
twenty-five hunting parties have re- 
q-aested me to assist thern in procuring 
guides and outfits for hunting mountain 
slieep and goats in the region under 
coiisidei-atloii. In all cases save one, 1 
have positively declined to co-operate, 
and have asked my correspondenta to go 
to other portions of British Coltimbia. 

Desiring to secure further information 
regarding the presence of game in win- 
ter. I did assist in procuring guides and 
outfits for two sportsmen from Iridand, 
who wi.shed to go Into the mountnlns in 
midwinter. The observations of the 
guide who aeeompanied tliBra abundantly 
confirmed Mr. Phillips' assertions that 
mountain sheep winter in Goat Moun- 
tain park. R. M. Noi-boe counted 82 
slie.;i) wlntoring comfortably on the bare 
ridges of a spot which for the present 
shall be nameless. This observation 
should satisfy any fair-minded person 
tii.-it the area proposed as a game pre- 
serve is a good wint<T homo for tlie 
mountain sheep, as well as for the 
mountain goat. 

Mr. Phillips' estimates, made in 1!)06, 
are undoubtedly well within the limits 
of existing facts. From what ho siiw 
in .Seiitembcr of that year, he estimated 
that tlie proposed reservation contained 
1.000 goats. 200 mountuln sheep, 50 griz- 
ly bear and a few elk and doer. Rut. 
notwithstanding this great present 
abundance of game, the area It occupies 
is HO small and so exposed, the region 
could easily be depo'piilated— partly by 
the killing of game, 'and partly by 
frightening It away!" Tn • vle-\v of this 
undeniable fact, we feel that immediate 
action Is imperative, provided the people 
of Britisli Columbia desire to save for 
themselves and their children the finest 
hunting ground in all British Columbia. 

We have 'noticed, with sincere regret, 
that about half a dozen persons in Kei- 
nlo, acting under the name of the Ker- 
nie District Came Protective associa- 
tion, have elected to eliaiige front on 
the iiroposition which they heartily ap- 
proved October 2, 1I)II5. and are now do- 
ing everything possible to thwart the 
plan which they promised to support, 
In a word, the Fornle association is op- 
posed to establishing Goat Mountain 
park as a game reserve, and some of its 
members are doiiig all in their power 
to have a reserve of huge proportions 
located entirely to tlie north of the 
region proposed by Mr. Phillips and 
myself. 

I will not trespass upon your .space 
with a full statement of the character 
of the region advocated hy the Kernie 
association. It is now iy.-.'Xi: clear, how- 
ever, tliat the nicnibers of the associa- 
tion desire to. have Goat Mountain park 
remain open as a hunting ground for 
themselves. 

The region -n-lilch they offer as a 
substitute contains some of the finest 
coal deposits in British Coiuinliia; hilt 
in comparison with the Goal .Mountain 
parit region. It contains very little game, 
1)11 the sketch map prepared liy C vi 
I'Mwards, of Craiibrook, Mr. I^idward.s 
had the fairness to write across the 
nortliorii end of it tli.. significant words- 
"Ganie practieally Idlleil off by Stoney 
Indians!" Undoubtedly this a'dmissio'n 
IS tr;ie,--jiist u.^ Mr. Phillips has stated 
Iroin the beginning. It Is also true 
that there is very little game along the 
continental divide, on the eastern side 
of the projKisltloii that h.-,s been broiiglil 
forw:iid to kill off Goat .Moiinliilii park 
But, ns I have stater] from the first 
I cari> nntlung whatever how many 
ganielcss countries and eoal regions are 
m.nd,» into game preserves in Britlsli 
i.olninbia, to please people who jielleve 
In game preserves of that kind. l)very 

'•" entitled to his prefereneo. Jlr 

I insist upon it that no 
ijiiuier wnat is done elsewhere. Goal 
-Mountain park contains more game to 
the siiiiare mile than any other portion 
of British Columbia, and that It would 
bi a burning shame to leave it open 
to oven Ihc! most conscientious sports- 
men, an.v longer. 

I have nothing to say against the 
reservation proposed by the Fornle as- 
sotuation and Mr. Edwards, e.iccept that 
it is very f.ir from being niv eliniee The 
question now is. will the people of 
rirltish Columbia as a whole, permil 
half a dozen men in I'^urnie, who know 
ne.xt to nothing about wild game, to 
sland in the way of the ereatlon of 
•ivhat would be, if niado. one of the fin- 
es! game preserves in the world? The 
Coat Mnnntain proiinsition concerns not 
only the neoplo of liritlsli Cnlmnbia"- but 
all Canada! If It Is ruined by sports- 
men—as it surely will be at an early 
date, iinlesa specially reserved — the peo- 
|)Ie of British Columbia will never re- 
gret it but once, and that will be for- 
evc'r. 1 win sav nothing of tlie treach- 
ery of Jlr. ir. W. Ilerchnier. of Fernle 
and hi.s associates, in approving thi.s 
dea. pledging to it their support, and 
then doinL' tlioir best to knlfo It. This 
may be their Idea of square denllng- 
but It Is not mine.

Hovy lt May, Be Retained Far Into the 
. ^- Autumn of Life, 

Old age' Ir is "tiot, as ■some seem to 
think, ,;a^dlsease;; It is a stale as nat- 
ural asi-any'other and if only Its limi- 
tations .and,; requirements are , respect- 
ed. It can be made productive of mucli 
profit and enjoyment.;; ., , :, 

If this Is to be done, however, the 
health must be maintained, and upon 
thl.^ point Prof, 1<3, Naunyn, of the 
(Jnlvi r.-5lty of Strn.sburg, In a reeontly 
published article contributtiH . some- In- 
teresting , and valuable suggestions. 



The lirst thing jhe says is what many 
others have- said 'before him, that the 
old manjnotiiQnly doe.^ not need to cat 
but positively, ^inudt not oat so much 
as the younger one. He should con- 
sumo at least one-n£th:less in order 
that his organs may not be sublected 
to an unnocesKary. strain. Slmllurlv 
witn ariniiiiig. J'liiid.s sliould he spar- 
ingly ab.sorbed, and they should be 
judiciously selected. Milk Is not re- 
commended, because it is apt to dis- 
turb digestion. A glass of wine once in 
a while though preferably not at meal 
time, would do more good than harm, 
nor would Dr. Naunyn, in moderation, 
deprive an old man of his beer. Dis- 
tilled fermented liquor.s, whiskey, 
brandy and the like, are said to be sel- 
dom useful, but are not actuall.v for- 
bidden. 

M'eat to the extent of about five 
ounces daily can be eaten to advan- 
tage, with the customary addition of 
vegetahios, which are highly 'beneficial 
in their operation. The doctor 'believes 
in a substantial ■ breakfast, but docs 
hot approve of a late dinner. He 
thinks that the principle meal should 
be taken in the middle of the day, five 
or six hours after hreakfa.-it, and that 
it shbuld ' bo followed bv an hour of 
re.Ht, but not of sleep. The fat which 
most people tend to accumulate as 
they get along in life is pronounced 
undesh-ablc, and the advice is given 
that it be abated by eating less and by 
exercise. For the later iiurposc walk- 
ing i.s recommended, but it must bo 
lirisk walking, involving some exer- 
tion, and not a mere saunter. .\s the 
heart i.s the wealc point with the agea, 
care nuisi; bo taken never to subject it 
to a needless strain. 

One iiiece Of advice is out of the 
common, but Is certainly judicious, it 
is that old people should not allow 
themselves to get into much of a rut 
They should allow tiiomselves a change 
both in diet and in other direction.^, 
and keep in toucli with the course of 
events. To lose one's Interest in tho 
"passing show" is to hasten the end. —

lyi'lss Murcutt Speaks of Awful 

Condition of. Engiand's 
< Sublff^rged. Bulk ' 



It was a liarrowiiiK picture which 
Iiliss Ada L. A. Murcutt, tho \vorUl- 
W'lJa traveler, lecturer ami writer, who 
la In the city giving a series o£ lectures 
In behixli; ot the local branch of tlio 
Woman's Christian Temporunce Union, 
painted of the "White Slaves of Great 
Britain," the title of her lecture given 
last night at the A.O.U.W. hall. There 
Iva.s a large audience which intently 
followed the lecturer and the frequent 
and loud outbursts of applause indi- 
- cated' thb merit Miss Murcutt possesses 
■ as a convincing and. entertaining 
speaker. 

As a. result of her extensive tra,vels 
In practically every country on the 
globe. Miss Murcutt has acquired a 
fund 'ot. information and experience 
which 'iS'tolilngly*displayed in heir lec- 
tures".' Last nights lecture was ^rn a 
topic which has . been treated of ex- 
haustively on many previous occasions, 
but tho speaker possesses the facupty 
of clothing old facts with fresh Inter- 
est and that she is making a keen Im- 
pression on Victorians is shown by tho 
large audiences which liave assembled 
to listen to lier. 

She vividly portrayed tlio awful vice, 
misery and degradation in which the 
hundreds of thousands of human being.': 
at pre.sent live In tlio large centres ol 
Great Britain. The slums of Ba.st 
London, their hideous sights and al- 
most unbelievable poverty, wore ])uiut- 
ed to as the result of lack of ijrojier 
legislation and due, more tluin any- 
thing' else, to the liquor traflic. "Gin 
Palaces" every few yards, wiiero the 
thousands upon thousands of London's 
great submerged classes are daily be- 
ing dragged lower and lower, daunted 
thoir glaring lights In tlie faces of the 
staj'ved, shivering masses and yet with 
the example before them the nations 
legislators allowed the liquor traffic 
tp be carried on, the best names in the 
land being those of men who draw 
'their immense Incomes from the de- 
' basement of their fellows. 
• : The lecturer declared that while the 
averagei age of the people in the fash- 
ionaible'west end of liondon was flfty- 
Itve yeers that of the dwellers in the 
poverty-stricken sections of the east 
end was only forty years, and a large 
percentage of children died before 
they attained the age of live years. 
"They positively do not get a chance," 
Miss Murcutt declared in telling o£ 
the struggle for existence waged by 
that class which has been called the 
"submerged tenth." It was a common 
saying that the "submerged tenth" 
\vas liopeless, that they did not work 
and would not, but it was, tlie lecturer 
thought, most unjust to discriminate 
against the inhabitants of east Lon- 
don. ■ Efforts had been made to evan.. 
gellzo tliom, but it was not preaching 
that they wanted.- Large sums of 
money had been given to aid in the 
betterment of conditiou.s, But what was 
wanted was work. iMiss Murcutt stat- 
ed that she had never been so proud 
of anything as when 500,000 of Lon- 
don's unemijloyed were men enough to 
declare that they did not want charity, 
when they declared: "We do not want 
chai-ity. Give us work." The only so- 
lution of this greatest of all Britain's 
problems was the enactment of sucli 
legislation as would ensure worlc for 
all where each can gain a living wage. 

Of the depths to which the women, 
through the ' drink habit, sink, the 
temptations to which children wero 
subjected, were forcibly illustrated by 
Oie lecturer by several anecdotes of 
her experiences In a personal investi- 
gation of conditions in the slums. Of 
the thousands of ill-paid, starving wo- 
inen forced into a life. of shame to get 
the merfest living, Miss Murcutt spoke 
in touching terms. She believed that 
fh the eyes of God. the sinner was not 
the woman who- took the downward 
path but the p.erson who made those 
conditions which forced her to a life 
of shame. The greatest curse of tho 
age was drink and yet the outcasts of 
the world's capital could hardly be 
, blamed if after their day's labor they 
preferred the glare and warmth of the 
"Gin Palace" to the .squalor of their 
cheerless homes. ^Vhl!e the efforts of 
the church wore doing great good 
v.'hat was wanted was to demonstrate 
the brollierhood of , man to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of outcasts and 
tliey -would soon appreciate the Fatli- 
erhood of God. 

The groat work done by the late 
Dr. Barnardo, who rescued 55,000 chil- 
dren from the London streets, was 
lauded by the lecturer. Of that num- 
ber fully OS pcj' cent, had been saved 
to society. .She belie\'od that if lior 
hearers could only realize what the 
liquor tral'Iic had done in the lar,!;-(! 
contre.s of Great Britain they would 
with one accord rise up and wipe the 
liquor business out of existence. It 
rested with them all whethor BrltlKli 
Columbia sliould bo m:iav free of the 
demon drink and Ijc maa(,> the greatest 
province in the Dominion. Slie niadu 
an earnest aijpcal to her hearers t-i 
make "Vloturia a clean city ;ind a si.fc 
place for tiio boys and t'ii'l.s, to inahu 
it in a word a pure city. 

At the conclusion of JIlss Murcutl's 
locturo a number of pledge card.s wore 
circulated around the hall for the pur- 
pose of allowing all who desired lo do 
Bo to join the "W.T.C.U. ]\llss :\iurcutt 
urged her audience to joli-i in the greiit 
movement which the iinion wa.-i fur- 
warding. She declared that not a wo- 
man should miss the opjiortunity ot 
Joing something to advance tho tem- 
perance cause and while the men 
could not become active members ot 
tho union Ihcy could join as lumorary 
members and give groat supj)ort to the 
movement. 

Mr.s. Jenkins presided at tile meet- 
ing and was giv(>n a hearty vote of 
thanks. This afternoon Miss Murcutt 
Will lecture to women only on the ;-,uh- 
ject: "Women of Other .Lands," and 
tomorrow night on "Uu.ssla and lis 
Island Prlsr/u .Saghallcn." Miss i\lur- 
futt is Iho only British wtmian wlio 
has visited this Russian convict settle- 
ment. At tomorrow nigiit's leclure an 
adm!s,'3ion of i-'B cenis will be charged 
to help In defraying .Mlsa Murcutt's ex- 
jjonae.i.

CITY AND CIIMPANY 
REACH SETTLEMENT 



Running Riglits on Store Street 
Tracl< Left to Railway 
Comnaission 



An amicable arrangement has been 
arrived at between .the city and the 
K & N. railroad on the question of 
tho Store street tracks. The new coun- 
cil, acting on the suggestion of Aid. 
Pauline that some effort should l)e 
nmdo to amicably arrange matters and 
thus save needless law costs in right- 
ing tlie comiiany'a application now be- 
fore the railway con-imission for iicr- 
inission to lay tracks on Store street, 
has come to an arrangement with R. 
JIariiolc, chief executive assistant of 
the C. P. R. in British Columbia. 

Clause 15 in tlic draft agreement, 
giving the city tlie right to {jrant run- 
ning rights over tho company's track 
to any other company which might 
in future' apply for such right, to 
which clause the company strenuously 
objected and finally cut off negotia- 
tions and appealed straight to the 
railyay con-imission, has been eliminat- 
ed and in its stead a clause in- 
serted leaving tills question of the fu- 
ture granting of i;unning rights in the 
iiands of the railway commission. 
This is wliat Mr, Marpolw first aslted 
the last council to do, but that body 
held out for civic control of running 
rights. 

A special -secret meeting of the coun- 
cil was held last evening, when Mr. 
Marpole, accompanied by J. E. iVlc- 
Mlllan, solicitor for the company, was 
present, and the whole matter was 
thoroughly gone Into, with the above 
result.

OF NATAL BILL

Chapter 44 — "An' act to grant a 
subsidy to a railway from Midway to 
Penticton." 

Section 6 of tliTs chapter provides 
that no Japanese person shall be em- 
ployed or permitted to work in tho 
construction or operation of any rail- 
way subsidized under this act under 
a Donalty. 

Chapter 46 — "An act to amend tlio 
Coal Mines Regulation act," 

This act amends chiipler 138 of tho 
revised statutes ot l?ritlsh Columbia 
by Inserting the word "Japanese" af- 
ter tlie word "Chinaman" in tho fourth 
and t-n'olftli section of tho act 
amended. 

Some eleven other statutes were 
also named. 

Sets Out Line of Policy

Application to Ottawa.., ; 

A, H. McPhllllps (Islands) cltedt'the 
report of Hon. David Mills In 1901 
upon certain acts referred to Ottawa 
by the lieutenant-governor. He quoted 
him as showing that statutes,; affecting 
aliens were not within the power of the 
provincial legislature; 

He sdld not believe . that the leader 
of the joppositioh- was serious in his 
statement that he would send a tele- 
gram to Ottawa to ascertain what 
course thoy would pursue with regard 
to the bill. Ho must be aware of the 
fact that the minister of justice would 
reply that lie could not pass upon an 
act "until it actually was subniitted to 
him so to do, until it was before him 
and ho had been asked for an opinion 
by tho proper authorities in the gov- 
ernment. 

Hopes There's No Trap. 

Mr. Macdonald expressed the hope 
that advantage would not be taken of 
his Ignorance in reference to the exact 
procedure followed at Ottawa to en- 
trap him or to place him In a false 
position. 

Hon. Mr. McBrido, — AVhen bills are 
sent to Ottawa they go directly to the 
secretary of state, but the case in hand 
tills afternoon, differs from ordinary 
practice in tills respect, that In view 
of our past experience In such matters, 
it runs the risk of disallowance, But 
in spite of these references the leader 
of the ojipo-sitlon tells this house that 
tills bill would be quite constitutional 
if it be amended as proposed.

IS WONnE|llL.|L|GE 

Piace Wliere Nation's Secret 
Records Are Kept is De- 
, ^ cribed 



The British Foreign Of.'lice is the most 
fascinating government department im- 
aginable. Tho walls of some of tiie rooms 
are' hung witli framed treaties, with 
both civilizad nations uud savage 
tribes, representing all tlu: countries of 
tho world, from Franco to Kthlopi.a, 
from Persia to Chill. There Is a lib- 
rary of biuebooks,, too, covering tho 
world's events and activities with a, 
rang*' and detail altogether amaKlng. 

The casual <'ye will notice tiiat those 
on "Massacres" extend from unhappy 
Armenians in Kliarput to fur seals il- 
legally clubbed in lielu-iiig sea. The 
ina.glcal rise of the band ot the Phar- 
aohs Is traced hero; so are tho boundary 
disputes that might well have brought 
war had it not beeVi for tho delicate 
tact and prevision shown by the men 
who have worked in tliese silent sa- 
loons under the youngest F'oreign Minis- 
ter Great Brlttiin over f.ad. 

A stately quadrangular pile houses 
tilt: headquarters of tUo Foreign Oftice. 
'fills department costs five million dol- 
l-us a year to run. tietters are re- 
ceived In hundreds oC thousands. Mori; 
cable and telegraph tolls from oihbas- 
sles, legations, and consulates run into 
?2uU,Q0() a, year; and among tho minor 
expenditures are thousands of dollars 
for tho relief of British subjects strand- 
ed on foreign shores. 

Division of the 'Work 

Tho business of tho Empire with 
which the Foreign oaico de.-ils falls 
into throe divisions, each kept distinct. 
First comes the l''orelgn OtTice proper; 
then the diplom.-itle service with Its 
embassies and legations IbrouKhout the 
world, and thirdlj-. the consular service, 
whose agencies sijiead ever the eidire 
universe of trade and i^imiiiierce'. 

Hacii department alms to keep in 
closi\ touch witli e\-eiytliing of interest 
or consequence in other laniis. Of 
course, the greater part ot tin; nation's 
apiiroprlatlon for foreign tiffalrs Is paid 
out in salaries for diplomats, yet tlieso 
men must bavi? private moans of tholr 
own if they are to rise, in tho service at 
all. And oviu-j- atiaelie In tho diplomat- 
ic service must liave a private income of 
not less than S:i,Oi)ii a year, 

Tlio I^orelgn OlTlee proper was roor- 
gaiilzod In ISfSl, wlien tlie establishment 
was cut down and divided Into eight de- 
partments, each in charge of a senior 
cleric directly responsible to the under- 
secretaries. Tho time of tho greatest 
st.reBS In this Interesting department Is 
when what Is called the concert of 
Kurope has a burst of activity The 
ove of a war, how-i;v,.r small. Is like- 
wiso a season of great pressure in 
wise a season of great pressure in Down- 
ing Street. During the South African 
campaign the British Foreign Office was 
open day and night receiving and show- 
fron-i tho battlelleld. 

Tho main part of diplomatic corres- 
pTindenco falls to llie lot of what aro 
known as tho Eastorn, Western. Afri- 
can, American, and Asiatic departments. 
An Ancient Spectre 

The first of these ts haunted by that 
ancient spectre, tlie Bastern aucstion, 
and looks after British interests in 
Turkey, Russia, Greece, the Balkan 
States. Egypt, Central Asia, and Per- 
sia, The Western department takes all 
tho other countries of continental Eu- 
rope. The African . ..department, under 
Kir Clement HlU. ICfif^-Qa takes care 
of correspondence, roJatUig to the cast 
and west coast of Africa, Madag-ascar, 
and the suppression of tlie slave trade. 

A separate official Is In charge of the 
accounts, payin.g out all moneys on bo- 
half of tho Foreign Office and looking 
after those plcturosqc oificors known as 
tho King's messengers, whoso badgi^ is 
the silver groyhmmd. Thev are often 
entrusted with dispatches of great In- 
ternational moment, and as an institu- 
tion aro many centurle.s old. There Is 
one bureau charged with the enforce- 
ment of tho I'^orclgn lOnllstment Act, 
wldcb has jiut an end fiuever to the ad- 
ventures of British soldiers of fortune 
in foreign lands. 

It need hardly bo said that Sir Ed- 
ward Oroy, as head of tills groat de- 
partment, is tiio repository of secrets of 
State whoso pre-iuature divulgonce woidd 
lie attended with tlie Bravest r(!sults. 
■Moreover there aro secri'ts in Ills c.-ire 
which other nations wouhl pav almost 
any price for. 

For this reason conlldcntial ptipers 
aro usally tiled in olp}h>r that no out- 
sider e.-m road. i''urtbcrmore the I'or- 
olgn Office clerks ;ire a picked body of 
men sworn to secrecy, and there Is no 
record of this oath ever havine been 
violated.

Tlie Rev. T. Bro\Nn Speaks of the Du- 
\ ties of Citizenship in the Light 
I of Christianity. 

The Rev. Thomas Bmwn, pastor of 
Falrmount Avenue .Mei.iodlst church 
Montreal, the other day, preached a 
timely and helpful sermon on the rela- 
tion of a Christian man to civic and 
national politics. The sermon ^vas 
based on tlie text, "Render unto C'aostir 
tho things that are Oaof^ar's," etc. 

"As students of Canadian affairs," lie 
said, "it seems to some of us that mie 
of our great nced.s Is the cretition of a 
Christian conscience In regard to the 
evils that confront us. We are a pros- 
perous people, and have become al- 
together too Indifferent to conditions 
that ara full of peril to the future, and 
that need today to be wisely and 
bravely met. The munction of tho 
church Is not to attempt to control tho 
nation, but to establUh It In righteous- 
ness by teaching it tho wjll of ChrLst, 
and by Insisting on obedience to It. 
This lays a eole"mn responsibility on 
us so to work ana vote that the 
strongest and best men of the com- 
munity shall be Its aldermen and mem- 
bers of parliament. 

"As Christian citizens of this great 
country we' are to hold up tho glory 
and honor of Christ, and to cast our 
votes always with his kingdom in view 
and to make jiossiblo tho will of God 
upon earth as its ultimate purpose. 
Surely it is not visionary to look for- 
ward to a gathering together of (Chris- 
tian men and women of both political 
liartlcs for the bringing about of right- 
eous govornnient in both city and na- 
tion, 'J'iiere should bo enough men of 
Integrity and uprightness who could 
assume the leadership of such q, host 
in tho Interests of character and the 
building up of men, 

"Our cities are becoming the storm 
centres and tlie spirit of Christianity 
would, in such eoucortcd action, bring

The disproportion between the lan- 
guage and tile offence reminds one of 
that trial, in another old colonial 
town, at which a pompous judge had 
discoursed so eloquently on the of- 
fended majesty of the law and . the 
wickedness of lawbreakers In general, 
that the plaintiff, who was simple- 
minded, began to fear the special lar- 
ceny in question would be lost .sight 
of.
